Tangier, Moroceo, April 1.—The 
Hamburg, with the German Emperor 
on board, arrived here yexterday morn- 
Ing from Lisbon. His Majesty was 
welcomed on landing by the represen- 
tative of the Sultan, the Oiplomatic 
corpa and a large crowd of People. 
The usual salutes were exchanged. The 
town presented a most picturesque 
spectacle. 

The Germans delivered to His Ma- 
Jesty an address of welcome, to which 
ho replied: 5:

tions offered by British Free Traders 
in Parliament for a timo, It seems 
that tbe Balfour Government has 
adopted a change of tactics, namely, 
to Jet thé Free Trade party offer, 
speak upon, and vote upon any 
resolutions they choose, without the 
Governinent or ita friends taking any 
part in the discussion or tho vote, 
Thus on Wednesday last, when an 
anti-protectionist resolution was of. 
fered by a Liberal and seconded by 
a Free Trade Unionist, Mr. Balfour's 
close adherents and Mr. Chamber- 
Isin‘’s followers abstained from tak- 
ing any part in the discussion or the 
division, and the vote stood 
254 “in faror of the mo- 
tion to 2 against it. Now the ques. 
tion is what do these new tactica on 
the part of Mr. Balfour and Mr. 
Chamberlain, and auch an outcome as 
this in the House, really mean. Of 
course the Free Traders claim that 
it moans that the Protectionist move- 
ment, even in the Coloniai-preferen.

WOMAN IN WHOSE MOUTH

ENFORCING THE LIQUOR LAW, 


——— : 

The following from: the ~ Toronto 
Mail and Empire, voicas, we bollere, 
the santiments of all law-abiding pres 
plo in regurd to’ the licenac, policy of 
Non. Mr. Whittiey and the instruc, 
tions he has caused to be given to 
License Inspectors and - Commiasion< 
wra throughout Ontaria: * 

“In pespect to th liquor traffic,” 
says ‘our Toronto contemporary, 
“the new Governinent is proceeding 
along the lines of reform which Mr, 
Whitney urged the late Govern. 
ment to follow, and which he mark- 
ed out for his own course. He took 
the ground that the existing law 
should be amended from time to 
time as defects disclosed themselves 
in its working. 

“He did not pretend to believe 

that the License Act is perfect, but 
he was convinced that it was not be- 
ing ¢arried out rigorously. In his 
opinion it 4s capable of effecting a 
Very great amelioration of the evils 
of intemperance if its  administra- 
tion be placed entireiy in the hands 
of faithful officials. The tirst step 
towards the keestning of drunken. 
ness and of the viee and misery which 
flow from it is to rid the service of 
all who are regarded as falling short 
of their responsibility for the carry- 
ing out of the law. Mistakes may be 
made. Among license comtnissioners 
and inspectors who are dropped there 
may be some who were very exacting 
in the performance of their duty, but 
on the whole there cannot fail to be 
great improvement wrought by pluc- 
ing in every License office men who 
are thoroughly reliable. Mr. Whitncy 
is independent of liquor dealers and 
officials alike. He is not*in the pow- 
er of anybody. Under his regime the 
Business of officiain will te to xee 
that every obligation of the "Act is 
observed without exception. They 
have no mission to collect campaign 
funds from liceare-boiders. There 
wil! be no immoral barter in licenkes, 
The official who winks at violations 
of the law will not longescape detec. 
tion, and bis punishinent will be both 
certain and swift. Upon the guilty 
license-holder the penalties of the 
law will be visited unsparingly. Now- 
adays there is no Tammany systein, 
and there will be no Tammany sys- 
‘tem to soften the stern relations the 
law wes meant to establish between 
the Government ond its agents and 
between these ond the Jicense-hold- 
ers. The character of the men 
pointed as license comminsioners be 
an earnest of the Government's pur.

Tacked away/in a slfndgr bluc-book 
is a twonty-one page, tive offsa 
really remarkable picce of “Arctic ex-. 
ploration. Mr. A. “P. Low sailed 
from Halifax in the Neptune) ‘on 
August 22, 1903, and entered. that 
harbor again on Octoter 11, 1004. 
His expedition had been absent fora 
year and fifty-one days. His ship 
had steamed 10,900 miles, and of 
this 1,800 was ice-mileage, probably 
the best scason’s ice work on record, 
Ho had gone very, far north, visiting 
Ellesmere Land and the sceno of dis- 
aster to many famous Arctic oxpedi- 

tions. ,He had to his credit a mileage 
of surveys amounting to over 2,00u, 
and a long list of geological and na- 
tural’ history discoverics. | Under 
most circumstances such an expcedi- 
tion would receive profuse - notice. 
Mr. Low came and went most mod- 
estly, and the tale.is told with great 
brevity in his’ official report to tho 
Mintster'of Marine and Fishéries. 

“*At eleven o'clock, ‘on tho morning 
of the 15th (of August), we dropped 
anchor in Erebus harbor, at Beechy 
Island, near tho: southwest end of 
North Devon, 8 This is one of thu 
most interesting places in’ the Arc- 
‘tics.' Hefo Franklin wintered for the 
last time, before passing, with his 
ships tho Erebus.and ‘Terror, to thu 
westward; where finally all perished, 
on tho shore of King Williams  Is- 
land; or, in the attempt to reach 
seivilization, to the southward. Here 
also established tho headquarters of 
all the Franklin relict expeditions 
sent out for years afterwards in 
search of his missing ships. After 
fifty years, numerous traces remain 
of these expeditions; the frame of 
a large storehouse stands.on a 
shingle terrace, a few yards from the 
western shore .of the harbor, nad 
close under the hill forming the poizt, 
Inside, and in rows outside tho build- 
ing. aro many casks of provisions, 
including peas, flour, oatmeal and 
cheese, all destroyed by tho weather. 
Scattered about are hundreds of tins; 
which once contained the in-fatnous 
Goldner Patent rations, supposed to 
have been ong of the direct causes of 

: the Joss of the ill-fated expedition. 
Remnants of clothing and many leath- 
cr boot soles also were seen, togeth- 
er with a two-wheeled cart of Ad- 
miralty pattern. On the beach, be- 

low, are the wrecks of a large sloop 

and a life-boat, left by the relief ex- 
Peditions, Both have been badly 
of 
the mahogany Planking of the  liie- 
boat were taken for souvenirs, Ona 
small terrace, immediately behind the 
house, is a Wooden cénotaph erected 
to the metiory of Franklin and bis 
crews; and lying along side is he 
large marble slab sent there by Am- 
erican citizens; and left by MeClin- 
tock in 1858; who attached a brass 

Plate to it. We raised the slab and 
photographed it; and again laid it, 
inscription downward, alongside the 
wooden monument. Should a cruis- 
er again visit this memorable spot, 
material for a solid foundation for 
this slab should be taken as it can- 
not be erected In the strony winds 
that blow there without some such 
precaution, 

“About half a. mile in rear of the 
house, on a desolate plain, are five 
graves containing the remains of 
some of Franklin's companions who 
died here, and some of the members 
of the relief expeditions. Leave was 
given to os miany of the crew ‘as pos- 
sible to land here; but the ice com- 
ing out of the inner bay forced us 
to leave before the graves could bo 
Photographed. We brought aWay the 
cart,”’ 

Yet another picture of these dreary 
regions may be given: 

“Cape Sabine was reached at ono 
o’clock on the morning of the llth, 
and the heavy bumping in crossing 
Was but a foretasté to the excitement 
of that day. The ship was stopped 
behind a small island, just south of 
the Cape, where, accompanied by the 
captain and tho doctor, I landed on 
the rock granite shore, about half a 
mile’ south of WParry’s last | head- 
quarters. We walked over to~ his 
house, which was originally the deck- 
house of the Windward. Close to it 
is another ‘small house, built of 
rough lumber, the residence of tho 
Stein party. Both are very smuil, 
and the surroundings dreary, while 
the amount of decaying walrus blub- 
ber, Scattered about, rendered the 
rocks slippery and the air slimy. A 
few bodies of dead Eskimos, wrap- 
ped in musk-ox skins, were covered 
with small piles of rock, within a 
few yards of the houses, and inust 
have proven pleasdnt company dur- 
ing the dreary winter. A couple of 
photographs were taken, and o copy 
of. the proclamation, taking formal 
possession of Ellesmere’s Island, was 
tacked on the Inside of the house. 

“We then retarned to the buat, and 
found that. during our absent a 
heavy floe some miles in extent had 
come in, and had forced the ship to 
leave for safety. The.sice was fast 
closing’ onthe shore, and we had o 
Narrow escape from being caught 
between ‘it ‘and the land, but finally 
reached the ship in safety: All night 
{eo was forming ‘between the Pons, 
showing the first signs of the coming 
winter, 2 

“We now ateamed southward, across 
the’ bay to Cape Herschel; “when 
about half way across the ship struck 
violently’ upon the summit of a 
sharp rock, but luckily had’ way 
eriough ‘to carry) her over without 
hanging. Several icebergs were closo 
alongside, anda sounding’ “taken 
within a“hundred yards, gavo seventy, 
fathoms of water.’ An inspection was 
immediately made, but no apparent 
damuge could be found, beyond an 
extra amount of water to bo pumped, 
the keel appearing to have taken all 
the blows. , 

"Wo landed at Capo Ierschell, 
where we hoisted the Canadian flay; 
ead the proclamation taking formal 
possession of Ellesmore Island and 
adjacent islands, in the name of the 
King, for the Dominion; and a copy 
of the proclamation was*deposited In 
a large cairn, on the extremo Point 
of the capo,**

INDIANS MIX WITH WHITES. 


Ma Five Generations Two Races Will Be 
Faced Together,

the Mohawk dUnstitute had been 
wisely and well expended; and’ if all 
the money votedsfor. Indian educa- 
tion had been “paerrell expended no 
fault could be ound with the ad- 
ministration of the: fund. With ro- 
spect to the progress made by the In- 
dians asa result of educational ef- 





«forte, Mr, Cochshutt regarded jt as 
satisfactory, Asx to the future of the 
India&® race, Mr. Cockshutt was of 
the os§nion that the Six Nations will 
ultima®ly become absorbed into the 
Canadian nation, White blcod is 


now 80 completely infused into the 
race that there are comparatively 
few of pure Indian blood leit, With. 
in probably three gencrations, or five 
at the most, the process of absorp. 
tion will have been completed at the 
rato it is now proceeding. Young In- 
dians who were educated at tho 
Mohawk Institute have been very 
successful, and he mentioned by way 
of illustration geveral who occupy 
important positions in commercial 
and other walks of life. The result of 
the adoption of the Provincial fran- 
chise had been to deprive the Indians 
of the Six Nations, in common with 
those of other tribes, of the fran- 
chise, This he regarded os a step in 
the wrong direction, inasmuch as the 
Indians were to be advanced in civill- 
zmytion largely by placing upon them 
the full responsibility of citizenship. 
They should be given the franchise, 
and, although he was not in a posi- 
tion to ask for that. to-day, that 
should be the ideal kept in view. 
No nation in the world had_pro- 
gressed more rapidly than the Six 
Nations, who a century and a half 
ayo were in a wild and savage state. 
At the Mohawk Institute technical 
and manual instruction were embrac- 
ed in the ¢urriculum, and that was 
the only practical and effective me- 
thod of imparting education. Al- 


though pagan rites were practiced td |. 


a very limited gxtent upon tha _ re- 
Serve, it was largely the result’ of 
thé demands of white visitors, but 
for whom these rites would have long 
since becbine oxtinct .so far as any 
significance they might have formerly 
possessed for the Indians,

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CIVIL CODE OF QUEBEC 


BEST PREPARED SET OF LAWS EXIST« 
ING IN ANY COUNTRY, 








France's Civil Law in ¥rench Canada— 
Facts Brought Out at the Receat Cole- 
bration of the Centenary of the Code 
Napsleen in Mostreal—Eulogy of Rome 
om the Reform Effected by Cartier tn 
1857. 


At the annual dinner of the Mon- 
treal Bar Association recently the 
proceedings were mainly in celebra- 
tion of the centenary of the Code 
Napoleon, Sir Alexandre Lacoste, Mr. 
R..C, Smith, K.C., and Mr. Pierre 
Beullas expressed the admiration 
which all jurists {cel for that great 
system of law. The collection and 
organization of the laws of France is 
the noblest work of peace with which 
the name of Napolcon is connected. 
It was under the authority of his 
decree, issued as First Consul in 
1800, that the commissioners began 
their lnbors. At the Beginning of 
1805 their great scheme of legal re- 
form came into force. It consisted of 
five codes—the civil code, the code of 
criminal procedure, the penal code, 
the code of civil procedure, the code 
of commerce. It is onc of the latest 
products of that spirit of reform 
which labored through the revolution 
period to bring order out of disor- 
der, and establish institutions on a 
scientific basis. Like the idea of the 
Encyclopedic, begun long before the 
Revolution, the project of. a new in- 
corporation of the laws Was in the 
sir nearly half a century before — it 
Was actually overtaken. 

Corpus Jaris Cl . 


‘Though, -as has been mentioned, 
there were five bodies of French law 
Promulgated in 1805, that to which 
the name Code Napoleon has come 
to be specifically applied is the civil 
code. This 1x one of the truly monu- 
T™mental achievements of legal codifi- 
cation, Every French province had 
itx own set of civil jaws, some of 
which were written and some custon- 
ary. To collect all these and arrange 
then into a national fabric wax a 
task not beyond the powers of a 
commission of able lawyers, but to 
make of them thg complete and har- 
monious whole that was finally pro- 
duced, genius must have been joined 
with jurisprudence, ‘The one similar 
work with which it. may be compared 
is the immortal Code of Justinian. 
The Code Napoleon has remained the 
civil Jaw of France ever since. It ix 
now to be revised. A commission of 
sixty-five members has been appoint- 
ed for the purpose. These commis- 
sioners are to search in the. legis- 
lution of foreign countries to find 
ideas by whieh the Code Napoleon 
may be made more perfect For. it 
is to be remembered, the code was 
adopted by many other nations, who 
have possibly made developinents up- 
on it that may be regarded by the 
commissioners as improvements, In 
particular the countries known as 
the Latin nations have. appropriated 
ft, and among these are to be in- 
cluded some of the Republics of 
South America, Thix wide adoption 
is due to the fact that it is so rn- 
tional an arrangement of all the 
essential Inws which govern the rela- 
tions of persons, the administration 
of property, and all forms of con- 
tract and obligations, 

Quebu's Civil Code, 


From the fact that the bar of Mon- 
treal inakes the centenary an occa- 
sion for extolling the Code Napo- 
leon, it ix not to be ed that 
the Province of Quebec ix one of the 
coinmunities by which that code 
has been taken over bodily. In that 
province th® French civil law was ex- 
tablished by®the Quebec Act of 1774, 
thirty-one yajra before the work of 
codification “under Napoleon was 
completed. This practical identiiy of 
substance would seem to make the 
acceptance of the entire Code Napo- 
leon a natural step. But Quebec's 
luw was not based on any collution 
of the laws of all the French pro- 
vinces. It was what was known as 
the custom of Jgiris, though this was 
the common law of all France when 
Quebec Was organized ax a province 
of that country. From this begin- 
ning Quehee civil law produced — its 
own development: and its own bocal 
peculiaritics, Between 106%, when 
civil Government was introduced, 
and 1760, when the province passed 
under British rule, several ordinances 
of the French Kings specially applic- 
able to Canada were added, Further, 
there were the arrets of the Sover- 
eign Council of Quebee between 1774, 
the year of the Queber Act, and 
1841, the date of the Act of Union. 
At all events, Quebec's civil law 
went its own way, though starting 
from an origin Jargely the same as 
that of the Code Napoleon. In time, 
however, the province found  peces- 
sity for codifying its ciyil law. 

Cartier's Metorm, - 


Sir George E. Cartier wan strong- 
ly impressed with this need, and in 
1857 persunded the fagixluture to 
provide for it, recommending that 
the Hines of the Code Napoleon be 
followed, Three commissioners were 
appointed. § ‘Their labors continued 
from 1859 to 1866, and the Civil 
Code they drow up came into force 
on the first of August of the latter 
year. As Hon. T. Chase Cusgrain 
has said, the province takes a legiti- 
inate pride in that code. He regards 
it as one of the most complete com- 
pendiums of the civil law in exist- 
ence. Quebec is the only Canadian 
province whieh has a civil law of 
its own, but, of courre, the province 
is subject to the Criminal Code of 
all Canada. Sir John Abbott once 
said that the Frénch civil law and 
the English criminal law form the 
greatest law system on earth. Car- 
tier carried his codification — scheme 
against the strong opposition of 
many lawyers and judges. Objection, 
too, came from the church, whose 
liberty in regard to education, mar- 
riage, and the establishment of par- 
Isher waa said to bo restricted by 
it. Eventually the code was referred 
to Rome, where, after careful — ex- 
amination, it) was pronounced the 
most carefully prepared set of lawa 
axjsting in any country. #

WAS GLADSTONE'S PHYSICIAN. 


Death of London Doctor Who Achlev- 
ed Great Success. 

Dr. Robson Roose, who was at one 
time the most fashionable consulting 
physician in London, dicd recently. 

Royal princes, half the aristocracy 
bishops, judges and Cabinet Ministers 
were among those who sought his ad- 
vice, It was, however, as Mr. Glad- 
stone’s physician that Dr, Roose, then 
in. his thirties, leaped into almost 
world-wide fame, 

His history is an interesting chapter 
fm the romance of medicine. 

The son of an anci-nt but impover+ 
{shed famfly, he was left at the age of 
15, with a mother and younger brothes 
and sister entirely dependent upon his 
exertions, 

He educated himscif, won his owr 
way through his examinations, work- 
ing at literary pursults by night in or- 
der to pay for his medical studlea by 
day, anii before. he was 21 he was 6 
full-fledged parish doctor's assistant 
at Brighton. 

Dr. Roose was the pioneer In many 
New systems of treatment, and indeed 
to the end his theorics found a larger 
following in Germany, where his write 
ings are regarded as standard medica} 
works, than In his own country. 

His diagnosis of all cases brought 
to him was mervellously correct, and 
unlike the great majority of fashion- 
able physicians he was always ready te 
give {t in writing. 

Even at the height of his fame 
when the most distinguished men Ip 
the literary, political and religious 
world crowded the waiting rooms of 
the young consultant, he never gave 
preference to any patient on account 
of rank or position. Dukes had to walt 
thelr tur with artisans. And when 
he walk the most sought after doctor 
dn town fully 50 per cent. of his pe- 
tients were treated free of charge. 

His dinner parties at Hill street 
Berkeley Square, were among the so 
elal features of London.

The Physically Unsound Should Not 
{ Marry, Says Author of “Tho 
{ Bonnie Brier Buzh.” 


No ‘person who is not absolutely 
vound should be permitted to marry. 

I do not mean that a merely delicate 
person should not marry, because miny 
such people are constitutionally sound 
and quite entitled to marry, provided 
they are, In an insurance sense, first 
class lives. The reason I recommend 
a man before marrying to obtain ihe 
certificate of a good Insurance com- 
pany is because in thet way he gets the 
benefit of an unprejudiced and inde- 
pendent examination. 

Insurance companies don't examine 
merely for the man’s own benefit, but 
for the protection of their funds. A 
certificate of health given after a sev- 
ere and unblased test would justify 
marriage. 

I hope the time will come when the 
State will not’sanction marriage unless 
men and women can quclify for such 
a health certificate.

SIMPLON TUNNEL OPENED. 
MUCH APPLAUSE AND ‘KISSING 
WHEN THE SWISS AND ITA. 
LIANS MET, 


Rame, April 2—The Simplon Tun.

Lured by Phone Message, Police Com- 
missioner Szabalovicz Became Tar- 
get for a Terrorist Who Carried His 
Deadly Explosive in a Basket—Ac- 
companying Policeman Drew His 
Sword and Wounded the Commis- 
sloner’s Acsailant 80 He Will Die. 


Lodz, Russian Poland, April 3.— 
Police Commissioner Szabalovicz of 
the second district was seriously Injur- 
ed Saturday by a bomb, which was 
thrown at him in the street. 

Thé Police Commisisoner had been 
summoned by telephone to come to the 
office of the chief of police and started 
‘on foot, followed by a policeman. The 
former noticed at Konstantinowsk and 
Zawarski streets i poorly clad) man 
carrying a basket. As Szabalovicz ap- 
proached .the inan suddenly hurled a 
bomb, which exploded ‘with terrific 
force, blowing off the commissioner's 
feet and severely wounding him in the 
breast. It is feared his injuries will 
prove fatal. "7 

Force of the Explosion: 

The force of the -explosion tore a 
hole in. the ground two feet deep and 
twelve feet In circumference. ‘The ac- 
companying policeman drew his sword 
and wounded the commissioner's as- 
sallant on the head. When the prisonér 
was searched a loaded revolver and 
some cartridges were found in his 
pockets. He Is reported to be dying 
from the sword cuts recelved, 

The explosion was heard about five 
miles away, All the windows in the 
ucighborhood - were shattered, People 
in adjoining houses were thrown to 
Szabalovicz {s hated by the 
Socialists.

FOUR KILLED, 40 INJURED. 
Mob of Jewish Socialists Meet Troops 
in Warsaw Streets. 

Warsaw, April 3.—A serious confiict 
vccurred at 7.30 o'clock last night in 
Dzika street, where a Jewish Soctallst 
xoclety known ax the Bund had organ- 
ized a derionstration. The troops which 
came to disperse the guthering fired 
into the crowd, killing four persons and 
wounding 40 others, i 

The trouble began when, under the 
pretext of holding a memory meeting 
for the late Jewish Socialist leader, a 
crowd of over 1,000, mostly Jews, car- 
rylng red flags, marched Into Dzika 
street and was met by a mixed police 
and military patrol of 20 men. . The 
police declare the Socialists fired re- 
Volver at them, the leaders Inciting 
the mob to attack the patrol, which 
thereupon, fired several volleys into the 
crowd, The crowd removed all but nine 
of the wounded, two of whom were wo- 
men, These were taken to the hos- 
pital, It is expected that two or more 
of the wounded will die.

Russia Leans on Rojestvensky. 

St. Petersburg, April 4.—The state- 
ments concerning the prospect of peace 
sent from St. Petersburg should be re- 
garded with the utmost suspicion. The 
truth is Russia has the fullest confl- 
dence tn the ability of Vice Admiral Ro- 
Jestvensky to inflict defeat upon the 
enemy, thus completely turning the tide 
of events. 

100,000 Chinese Homeless. 

Gen. Oku's headquarters in the fleld, 
April 4—There 1s much — suffering 
among the Chinese tn the vicinity of 
Mukden. 

Scores of villages were destroyed In 
the recent fighting and 100,000 persons 
are homeless and destitute. 

The Chinese Government Is now feed- 
ing and housing 60,000 refugees at 
Mukden and also furnishing seed grain. 

There Is little proxpect for good crops 
this season, owing to a lack of farm 
animals and implements,

Are Dead.

Horror at Joseph Leiter's Mine at Zeig- 
ler, Wlinois—Force of Explosion of 
Accumulated Gas Hurls Steel Cage 
Up 500-Foot Shaft and the Shock of 
the Explosion was Felt at Benton 12 
Miles Away. 


Benton, Ill, April 4.—Some 60 min- 
crs were entombed yesterday In Jos- 
eph Lelter’a mine at Zeigler by a ter- 
rific explosion of gas, and it is prob- 
able that 30 or more of the buried men 
are dead, 

Thus far four bodles have been found. 

The explosion, It ts said, was duo to 
the fact that the Leiter mines are not 
worked on Sunday, thus allowing gas 
to accumulate in the lower workings. 

When between 35 and 45 miners had 
descended into the mine yesterday to 
resume work a terrific explosion blew 
the mouth of the mine high into the 
alr. One of the steel cages was blown 
to the surface from the bottom of a 
500-foot shaft. The shock of the ex- 
piosion was felt at Benton 12 miles 
northeast of Zeigler. : 

Main Shaft Demolished, 

One miner was killed and four were 
severely injured at the mouth of the 
shaft in which the explosion occurred. 
The main shaft was demolished so that 
rescue work has to be carried on 
through the airshaft. This has hinder- 
ed the work of alding the entombed 
men to such an extent that-when dark- 
ness fell last night only three bodies and 
one injured tnan had been brought to 
the surface. These bodies were found 
40 feet from the bottom of the shaft 
and this is as far an the rescuers had 
been able to penctrate the Bhaft. 

Dead Unrecognizable. 

A committee of the unlon miners 
from Duqueen and other mining towns 
came to Zeigler soon after the explo- 
sion occurred, and offered their- ald. 
The bodies of the dead are go burned 
that they are unrecognizable, 

There was much excitement among 
miners because there had been a strike 
of long duration and many confilcta oc- 
yrred between strikers and non-union 

Iners. 

An all day investigation tends to 
show that the catastrophe was due to 
the accidental explosion of accumulat- 
ed gar. 

Caught in Wheel Shaft. 

Kingston, April 4.—Yesterday morn- 
ing, Edward Randall, of Gananoque, 

Was brought to the General Hospitgl in 
a badly smashed condition. He t# an 
employe in the hinge factory of Cowan 
& Britton, and was caught in a wheel 
shaft. His injuries conxist of a broken 
right leg, broken left arin and several 
broken ribs, besides cuts and bruises. 
The young man has no relatives in this 
country. 
Woman's Injuries May Be Fatal. 

London, April 4.—Yesterday, Miss 
Ward, whose brother-in-law is J. F. 
Prettle, bridge foreman of a construct- 
ing gang near Paris, was returning 
home after driving Prettle to the de- 
pot. The horse became frightened at 
a street car and ran away. Miss Ward 
was thrown against a telegraph pole. 
She was rendered unconscious for sev- 
eral hours, and now les in a very crit- 
ical coppitien at the Victoria Hospital. 

ies From Sprained Spine. 

Walkerville, April 4.—Nine-year-old 
Alfred Robinson died yesterday as the 
result of a pecyliar accident. A month 
ago, while trying to keep a loaded 
wheelbarrow from tipping he sprained 
his spine so severely that his brain be- 
came affected. Nothing that could be 
done could save’ his life.

man, was electrocuted at Aylmer yex- 
terday by touching a live . He was 
an employe of the Hull ectric Co.

As a result air 
flows In from all sides, and, different 
currents meeting, cyclones are formed, 
which are swept onward by the wind 
Prevailing at the time, Since the tem- 
perature of the alr, originally high, is 
still further raised by the heated grains 
of sand with which it is loaded, it 
rapidly increases to a most intolerable 
degree. In the shade it has been known 
to reach 120 degrees, It is to the parch- 
ing dryness of this wind, its glowing

If we will just prepare oursclves 
ahead by sturting early to get out 
our ebicks, gwing them the very best 
porsible ‘chance of growth, and not 
think, as a great many do, that 
after Uhey have reached a certain 
age, they can shift for themsclves, 
baying little or no attention to the 
chicks, and then ask them to give us 
a high-priced product when the condi- 
tions of the weather are such that 
they bave ull they cau do ‘to sustain 
thonselyes. Right here bs, where 
mast of our people muke a mistake. 

dt should Le well understood + by 
all, that, besides getting the great- 
at growth, of muscle and bone, we 
want feathers also, which I consider 
tu tel of equal, if nar of greater ith- 
yeortance, than the first two. In or- 
der to get this growth of feathers, 
tee to it thet your pulleis ure not 
allowed to sit lo piles at night dur- 
imr the heated season of the scar, 
but make tome provision for perches 
aml ree that they get onto them, and 
in this way, if properly fed, you will 
ket the heavy overooat of feathers 
they neet™to kecp them®warm dur- 
ints our rigorous winters. 

Quarters.—See that their house Is 
cleaned up some time durhgz the 
summer, so when the time comes In 
the fall to get your stock in they 
«will not Le negiceted and be over- 
taken with wtater.. They should be 
taken in just as they first commence 
to lay, which Js usually carly in Oc- 
tober with me, and then give thein 
the best of care, so as to keep them 
laying the entice winter. 

The house shauld be light and 
roomy, with a floor of earth covered 
with litter of some kind, such as 
*traw or cut corn stalks, and all 
zrain should be ed In this litter, so 
as to keep the fawis busy the en- 
tire winter. No vot neglect this, for 
it is the most important part of the 
whole affair. 

Keep Faowis Working.— Never ex- 
pect your fowls to thoreughly digest 
their food uniess you first see that 
they have an endless supply of grit 
and are fed in such a way that they 
are hungry and will work In the lit- 
ter all day long. Many people make 
a mistuke by thinking that it is best 
to warm up the fowls each mornin 
with na pall of soft, hot feed. 1 
have beard it claimed that food fed 
in that state was easier of assimi- 
lation. That may be so with just a 
fry, feedings, but sooner or later it 
id sure to Induce sluttzishness, and 
when a fowl is In that stute she is 
only guing to digest a small portion 
of the food given her. 

My experience shows that, no mat- 
ter what you feed, it is best not to 
feed any soft feed in the morning. 
but instead to scatter a tittle fire 
traim of home kind in the litter and 
yet them to work at daylight. This 
gets their bloot Loto circulation, just 
What in necded after a cold, severe 
night. 

Grain and Green '‘Food.—During the 
day [ feed the different classes of 
train, such as barley, wheat, oats 
and corn, alternating one with an- 
other each day, which gives a var- 
iety, so far as the grain goes, but I 
am noti content with thls alone, but 
aim to always furnlsh green food 
of some kind as’an appetizer and to 
balance up and “furnishsthe protein 
that goes to make Up tho major por- 
tion of the egr. > 

Aniinal Food Essential. — I always 
aim to’ feed some kind of animal 
food. This is an absolute necessity. 
It is not, best to feed too great a 
quantity, but some should always te 
fed. 1 have used various kinds, such 
aS meat meals, beef seraps, meat, 
cut bone and milk, and cap My any 
of them are good if proserly fed 
The soft food, if properly formulated, 
will ald, ‘to a certain extent, in bal- 
‘ancim: up the whole grain diet, but 
it ly not far-reac’ ¢ enough, hence 
my reason for saying fowls should 
always have a smail portion of an- 
mal food cach day. .

The Shropshire breed for ex- 
port is ineresasing and lambs of this 
sort are considered very profitable, 
their carcasses being plump = and 
fleshy, thick tegs and shoulders, well 
covered with fat, Which, however, is 
not laid on in excess.

Dominion Government Declares a De- 
sire to “Promote in Every Way Com- 
patible” Manitoba's Welfare—Drawn 
Up for Polltical Effect, Says Min- 
ister Campbell “of Manitoba—The 
Autonomy Debate—I, C. R. Running 
Rights Over C. A. R. 


Ottawa, April 4.—Yesterday, after 
routine, the House having gone into 
Committees on the bill enabling the 
Grand Trunk to acquire the Canada 
Atlantic. 

Mr, Haggart asked for the promised 
Government statement on the subject. 

} Sir Wilfrid Laurier replied that the 
Government had decided to Introduce 
separate legislation to give the inter- 
colonial Rallway running rights over 
the C. A. R. It was considered better 
to do this than, as was first proposed, 
by amendment to the Grand Trunk bill. 

In reply to Mr, Maclean, Sir Wilfrid 
gaid that the statement might be made 
before the. third reading. 

Mr. Borden submitted that the full 
explanation of the Government's pro- 
posals should be given while the pres- 

| ent dill was In committee. Sir Wilfrid 
asked what more could be stated than 
had already been told. 

Mr. Maclean—A full statement had 
been promised to the House. 

E. B. Osler reminded Sir Wilfrid of 
the promise made by Mr. Emmerson. 
“Under such circumstances, I move 
that the committee rise and report pro- 
gress.” 

The committes accordixgly rosc, 
without haying dealt with the bill. 

Oppose This Bill, 

Arch. Campbell's bill to incorporate 
the Title Guarantee and Trust Co. was 
under discussion in committee of the 
whole for some time, and was finally 
held over for further consideration.

Mr. MecKenzle (Liberal), Cape Rre- 
ton, supported Mr. Fielding In favor of 
separate echools. 

Mr. Perley thought that the question 
would finally have to be dectdéd by the 
Imperial Privy Council, 

Mr. Lavergne moved the adjourn- 
ment, and the House rose at 11.40 p.m. 
The Correspondence Tabled. 

The correspondence relating to Mani- 
toba’s request for an extension of its 
boundaries was tabled In the House 

Yesterday by the Premier. 

The Government's answer {s co2- 
tained in an order-in-council. It ts 
argued that the objection to the ex- 
tension westward {sx the opposition of 
the people there, that the request for 
extension northerly and to the shores 
of Hudson Bay ts not unreasonable 
and might profitably be considered. It 
ix recommended that after the forma- 
tion of the new Province Manitoba's re- 
quest for extension northerly be taken 
up, which, it is hoped, will be accept- 
able to the Government of Manitoba, 
“whose welfare and development the 
present ministry desire to promote in 
every way compatable wittK their ob- 
ligations towards the other Provinces 
of the Dominion.” 

The proposal is to have Manitoba, 
Ontario and Saskatchewan represented 
at the boundary conference. 

Correspondence Incomplete. 

Winnipeg, April 4—Hon. Colin Camp- 
bell, Provincial Attorney-General, and 
who was a member of the Manitoba 
delegation to Ottawa regarding the 
tnemorandum handed down by Sir 
Wilfrid, stated that the correspondence 
was evidently incomplete, being with- 
out the Inclusion of Manitoba's reply 
to the order-in-councll now brought 
down, and that so far from Ontario 
having put In a claim shortly after 
Manitoba, su ad pot been done until 
after the direct invitation of Sir Wil- 
frid to do so, 

Mr. Campbell Sald the memorandum 
bore every evidence of being a docu- 
ment drawn up for political effect. 


‘Pepper ia Adulterated. 
Ouawa, April 4.—The Inland Revenue 
Department has been inspecting some’ 
flour samples and found no adultera- 
tion. A report just issued by the De- 
partment shows great adulteration of 
black and white pepper. The adultera- 
tion of black pepper is greater than 
white pepper. Out of 60 samples of 
black pepper, 31 were adulterated, 7 
doubtful and 22 genuine. Of 26 samples 
of white pepper, 10 were adulterated, 

12 genuine, and three doubtful. 


Favors Canada’s Proposals. 

London, April 4.—(C. A. P.)—Hon. 
Mrs Deakin, late Premier of Australia, 
asking to give his views on a prefer- 
ence, in replying to the question whe- 
ther he wax prepared to advocate a 
preference to the United Kingdom 
without waiting for any return, sald 
he favored action similar to that of 
Canada. He also said he did not favor 
any general reduction of dutles upon 
British goods unless they occur on the 
Car.éian plan.

Winnipeg, April 5.—The Hon. Rob- 
ert Rogers, Minister of Public Works, 
and member of the official Manitoba 
delegation to Ottawa on the boundary 
extension, issued the following state- 
ment yesterday: 

“On February 13 we received a for- 
mal invitation by telegram from Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier to come to Ottawa as 
soon as convenient. We left on February 
14 and arrived on the afternoon of the 
16th, when we recelved a letter from 
Sir Wilfrid at the Russell House, say- 
ing he would be pleased te meet us in 
his office at midday on Friday, the 
17th. During that Interview we pre- 
sented the claims of the Province as 
urgently and as strongly as possible. 
In reply, Sir Wilfrid said that if we 
would be good cnough to remain in 
Ottawa for three or four days he would 
again send for us, and would then be 
fn a position to give us an answer. 

“In three days’ time, on February 20, 
a letter was received from His Excel- 
lency Mgr. Sbarrett!, asking for a con- 
ference, This invitation was accepted 
and His Excellency then presented the 
following memorandum, remarking 
that if we would place this on the sta- 
tute book of our Province {it would 
Greatly facilitate an carly settlement of 
our mission—the fixing of our boun- 
daries, which would be extended to the 
shores of Hudson Hay. His Excellency 
further added that our failure to uct 
in the past had prejudiced our claim 
for axtension westward.”

“We sincerely trust upon further con. 
sideration you may see your way clear 
to grant the request we make on be- 
half of the united Province. Yours re- 
spectfully, R. Rogers, CH. Campbell. 


Sir Wilfrid Killing Time. 


Mr. Rogers went on: “Notwithstand- 
ing Sir Wilfrid's invitation and our.in- 
terview followed by his promise, of 
which he was reminded by our Jetter, 
strange to say that up to this very hour 
We have no reply to our letter of Feb- 
rusry 23. What more natural conclu- 
sion can be arrived at than that Sir 
Wiitrid ts simply killing time and mak- 
ing pretexts in order that the- polite 
invitation of Hix Excellency, Mgr. Sbar- 
rettl, could be acted upon by Manl- 
toba? 

“In this way. of course, Sir Wilfrid 
thinks he can secure some political ad- 
Vantage for his friends in this Pro- 
Vinee: This is a palpable political 
trick which he 4s qlute capable of un- 
dertaking, with the view to force the 
Jocal Government to do somethin 
which would be resented by the pco- 
ble ‘and by this means he hopes to re- 
instate his Liberal friends in power 
here. 

“1 for one, promise to take no chances 
in allowing Sir Wilfrid or any person 
else to take advantage of us by any 
underhand scheme of this sort All 1 
ask is that every cltlzen of the Pro- 
vince should have an oppoftunity of 
expressing his opinion by his vote 
against the delay. 

“I deny the right of Sir Wilfrid Lau- 
rier and Mgr. Sbarretti to undertake to 
mix up the matter of separate schools 
with that of extension of our boun- 
darics. I am sure in so doing they do 
not reflect the wishes of elther tho 
Roman Catholics or Protestants in the 
Province. It Il becomes The Globe to 
make this charge agairigt the Govern- 
ment of Manitoba, wherijthe only per- 
sons affected are Sir W§frid ond His 
Excellency Mgr. Sbarret fl. 

“We have no desire in Manitoba for 
any double-dealing about this or any 
other question. This, however, appears 
to be a favorite course with Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier, 

Relations With the Vatican. 

Mr. Rogers then went on to discuss 
at considerable length the relations 
and negotiations had by Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier with the Vatican over the set- 
tlement of the Manitoba school ques- 
tion, which were conducted through the 
Hon. Mr. Fitzpatrick and Charles Rua- 
sell, showing that Sir Wilfrid had as- 
sured the Vatican at that time that the 
question was by no means scttled—Mr. 
Russell, the Canadian legal represen- 
tative, uxing the following words to 
Cardinal Rampolia: 

“We do not solicit His Holiness to 
sanction as perfect the concessions ob- 


tained, but that in his wisdom he will- 


be pleased to regard them as a begin- 
ning of justice.” 

Mr. Rogers continued as follows: 
“Now this, to my mind, {s conclusive 
that Sle Wilfrid, in combination with 
Mar. Sbarrett! had hoped by their pre- 
sent course to carry out a promise 
given through their accredited repre- 
sentative, Charles Russell, in this un- 
derhand way. 

“In view of the foregoing I am sure 
that Sr Wilfrid Laurier owes it to the 
people of this Province to give at once 
the same reason why we are not en- 
titled to immediate consideration and 
action, other than the filmsy excuse 
which he has himself already created 
in his invitation to Premier Whitney 
to advance a claim to some portion of 
Keewatin, which did not form part of 
old Canads. 

Laurier Had Full Knowledge. 

“It is certainly idle for any person to 
assume that Mgr. Sbarrett!, occupying 
the position he does, would presume 
to suggest the terms and conditions 
which he did without the full knowl- 
edge and censent of Sir Wilfrid and 
his colle: es. And, on the other hand, 
Air Wilfrid's attitude carrfes- with it 
evidence of thelr full knowledge of the 
arrangement as is evident by his crea- 
tion of excuses for delay, os well’as 
by his failure to give any reason or 
cause for same, and, further, by his 
unfairness in bringing down one side 
of the case only and attempting to so-. 
cure tho prejudgment of the people 
without their having Manitoba's reply 
to his minute of council of March 21, 
which was received by this’ Govern- 
ment on March 28 and replied to on 
March 31."

“TAINTED MONEY.” 


The following, from the Montreal 
Gazette, will be found very interest- 
ing, particularly to those interested 
in church work, whetber they agree 
with its sentiments or not: 1 

Tho | discussion . concerning * the 
Tightness or wrongness of -accept- 
img Mr. Rockefeller’s money for mis- 
sionary purposes is of some signific- 
ance to all Christian bodies. As might 
bo expected, there have been able 
‘pleas in favor both of taking and 
refusing. It is urged by the affirma- 
tive side that in the use by the 
churches of money or money's worth 
tontributed by miscellancous givers 
it is absolutely impossible to be sure 
in every case of eithcr the motive or 
the source of the gift.

proof of impropriety, the giver has 
the benefit of the doubt. Per contra, 
it is alleged, with a strangely large 
unanimity of eandor, by the protest- 
ers, that in the case of Mr. Rockefel- 
ler, the doubt which lets the noblest. 
of Pauline doctrines have free course 
does not exist. To accept his money, 
they say, is to ignore extortionate 
crucity, to insult thousands of honest 
poor men and women, who sufter in- 
justice at just such hands as his, But 
in Mr. Rockefeller the only Dives 
whose munificence bas been made 
possible beeaus: of ‘fair payment 
withheld from those who belped to 
build up the fortune. If we suppose 
that he belongs to the most graspipe 
and ruthless of the milliontice class, 
there must be others who are only 
less 60 and still whose gilts (iike Mr. 
Rockefeller) the churches have 
hitherto sbrunk from refusing. There 
are ctonumists who Luid rhat, in a 
highly constituted and — righteously 
governed community, such enormous 
fortunes ax those out of the abund- 
ance-of whieh “Rockefeller & Co” as- 
sume the role of providence to insti- 
tutions and conimunities, could not 
be amassed, and would not be per- 
mitted to exist. They look forward 
to a day, like that towards which a 
late well-known dreamer looked back 
when such sbnormal gratification of 
the lust of having, will be no longer 
legitimate, and such cruel casuistry 
ay the protesters have provoked wil) 
no longer torment the souls of tender 
Baptists or other Christian people.

We must 
not, allow ourselyes to be Jed away by, 
the glamour surrounding a2 heroic de- 
ferse. We must look to the end and 
leave panegyrics to poets. We must, 
in short, regard all fortification as an 
auxiliary and nothing more. <A for- 
tress, bevause it ia a fortress and be- 
cause it Is ours, is not necessarily an 
ndvantage and may be the reverse. If 
we guin battles we gain the enemy's 
fortresses; if we lose them he gains 
ours, whether they are in the interior 
or upon the sea. In each case the lar 
ger the gurvison the greater the disas- 
ter. Fortresses, and, in fact, all fortifi- 
catious, have pever played apything but 
a secondary role in the defense of 
states, ond no nation has ever yet been 
saivel by t 2 They can as auxil- 
onally ussist an army and 
» wid naval capital, wisely In- 
Vested and wisely used, to bear splen- 
did juterest, but they can never re- 
establish moral superiority when once 
it is lost vor create it by the virtue at- 
taching to its parapets if it does not 
exist. Over the portals of the fortress 
or harbor of refuge should be written 
in the largest and blackest of charac- 
ters the words that Dante discovered 
over the gates of hell.--Military Cor.

The event 
was celeSrated with great pomp and 
solemnity, and the prince ‘himself as- 
sisted at this appeal to divine interven- 
tion, as it was‘ considered by every- 
body, including the accused theinselves, 
Ralph was given the first throw, and 
he drew aixes, the highest possible 
number, and no doubt felt jubilant.

Experience of Municipalization. © 








Ex-Mayor Dyke Relates the Vicissi- 
tudes and Triumphs of the Towns" 
Experiment With Its. "Phone System 
—Declares Most Emphatically Be- 
fore Committee That He is Fully 
Satisfied With It As a Citizen. 


Ottawa, April 5—Sir Willlam Mu- 
leck’s special telepone committee, yes- 
terday morning heard the evidence of 
ex-Mayor Joshua Dyke, of Fort Wil- 
lam, on the working of the municipz! 
telephone system in the twin towns ot 
Fort William and Pert Arthur. The 
system was established in 1902, and 
now there are §¢? telephones in Fort 
William and 515 {n Port Arthur, with 
free exchange for all subscribers be- 
tween the two towns, and no charge 
for casual customers, The capital out- 
lay in Fort Yillinin was sald to be $31.- 
600, and $21,00¢ in Port Arthur, the 
difference being largely due to the firo 
which destroyed tne former statics. 
In 1903 there was a deficit of $576 on 
the Fort William system, but last year 
this was wiped out. and there was & 
surplus of ${5¢. The rental to sub- 
scribers was $12 a year for private ahd 
$24 for business ‘phones. This rental, 
as was shown, covered all expenses and 
interest, sinking fund, etc. giving the 
surplus indicated. 

Shut Out from C. P. R. 

One of the Interesting statements of 
Mr. Dyke was that the C. P. R., to whom 
Fort Willlam has now given about two 
million dollars for Its terminals, etc., 
refused the local "phone system access 
to any of its property, station or cle- 
vaters, owing to a contract with the 
Rell Co., which has become a matter 
of history, but on application to the 
Canadian Northern Railway they reac- 
lly consented to un entrance to their 
station. In this connection Mr. Dyke 
produced affidavits from business men, 
declaring that they suffered great in- 
convenience through lack of connection 
with the C. P. R. and believed ft a re- 
strictlon on trade. 

Serious Charges Made. 

Mr. Dyke made serious charges 
against the Bell Telephone Co, that 
they had in several ways tried to frus~ 
trute the local system, In addition to 
making a monopoly agreement with } 
the CP. R. after the town undertooi 
to establish its system. He charzed 
that the Bell Co. tried to injure the 
credit of the towns by publication in 
eastern papers, and were a party to 
the publication In The. Ottawa Free 
Press of an article presumably fricnd- 
ly but really in antagonismn to the 
town's Interests. He also charged that 
the Hell Co. now give one hundred free 
‘phones in Fort Willlam and fifty in 
Port Arthur to.try to crush out, the 
local system. He arrived at this by 
producing figures of their rental per 
subscriber and of their gross revenue, 
as sworn to for assessment purposes, 
which shewed a great disparity. <An- 
other of Mr. Dyke's charges was that 
a representative of the Bell Co., in the 
person of Capt. Holmes, had connived 
with W. H. Byran, a local labor man. 
to circulate a petition to have a special 
audit made of the town’s finances, and 
thus to cast discredit upon it. Twelve 
of those who signed the petition had 
since declared that they. signed it un- 
der false representations, and the audit 
has never been made. 

Mr. Alex. Johnston pressed Mr. Dyke 
to say if he knew this of his own know!- 
edge, and he produced an official docu- 
ment printed by the Council making 
the statements, saying he believed that 
the statements had been made by a 
member op Counc when the pamphlet 
was prin . 

Local System Satisfactory. 

“Are you.” asked Mr. W. F. Maclean, 
“as a citizen, satisfied with the expert- 
ment you have made in the municipal- 
ization of your telephone?” 

“Most certainly so." Mr. Dyke an- 
swered, “in efictency, service, In satis- 
faction to the general public, and finan- 
clal results.” 

The committee will hear more from 
Mr. Dyke to-day.

The Ontario Liccnse Law. gives to 
no city the size of Belleville the right 
to taverns. All places in thia city, 
which sell liquor; arc supposed by law 
to have hoicl accommodations;, that 
is to say, board and lodging for eo 
many gucsts in the hotel, and also 
certain stabling accommodations, 

Without these accommodations no 
house has the sight to’a license to 
sell liquor. i 

It is openly charged that, in recent 
years, licenses have been granted to 
houses which had not the legal quali- 
fications. Why we know not. Ter- 
‘haps some good guesser cin tell. 
JAt-all events, when the great 
moral wave awept over Ontario last 
January, tly law-abiding people

He counts tho 
ballots and seals the baliot box in the 
presence of the scrutinecra before the 
voting begins But at the close of 
the poll he is not permitted to open 
the ballot box, He merely makea a 
statement of the number of votes 
east, number of spoiled ballots, num- 
ber of tendered ballots, etc. and 
with this statement and the box, 
still sealed, he hastens to the count- 
ing place. There the returning offi- 
tor takes charge. The seal on each 

tallot box is broken by him and the 
tontenta placed on a table: All the 
boxes are emptied in one heap and

pieces as bolts and nuts were found 
as far away as 300 feet. When the cn- 
gine’ wore started the whistle vaive 
of each was opencd. As soon as ‘they 
met the shock shut off the whistle of 
the one engine, but’that of the other 
wntinued until steam had -been ox- 
dausted.—Scientifie Ameriean.

In Paris Signifcance Is Attached 
to the Event, ; 















Anglo-French Amenities Immediately | 
After the Kalser{s Tangier Specch 
ia Subject of Comment — Germany 
Informs United States That She 
Stands for Open Door in Morocco— 
Wants international Conference. — 


Paris, April ¢—King Edward's meet- 
tng with President Loubet Is attracting 
notable attention. The officials here 
‘do not wish the meeting to assume pol-” 
{tical significance in connection with 
the Morocco incident, nevertheless a 
large section of the press and public 
will attach significance to the exchange 
of Anglo-French amenities immediate- 
ly following Germany's announcement 
that she does not accept the Anglo- 
French agreement to Morocco. 

Kaiser For Open Door. 

Washington, April ¢—Germany yes- 
terday clearly outlined to the United 
States her Moroccan policy. The Ger- 
man Ambassador called at the War De- 
partment and left a memorandum to 
this effect: . 

“Germany stands for the open door 
in Morocco as in the Far East, and for 
the preservation of the status quo, and 
for the safeguarding of the commer 
cial and trade interests not only of Ger 
many, but of all trading nations of the 
world.” iy 

Propose Foreign Conference. 

Berlin, April 6—The German Gov- 
ernment would be pleased to see. the 
Morocco question settled by an inter- 
national conference. The Foreign Of- 
fice has not proposed this to the Pow- 
ers, but It is enquiring at other capitals 
whether such a plan would be received 
favorably. 


JUNCTION POOL ROOM. 


Called to the Attention of the Govern- 
ment—Instructions to License Com- 
missionera and Inspectors. 


Toronto, April 6.—During a brief sit- 
ting of the Legislature yesterday the 
existence of a poolroom at Toronto 
Junction was called to the attention of 
the Premier by Dr. Lewis (Dufferin). 

Mr. Whitney replied that he was 
aware that such a place existed, but 
he Intimated that kt would not be ad- 
visable to make further comments at 
this time. To say anything more, he 
sald, would be to defeat the object of 
those Interested. 

Stationary Engines, - 

Dr. Smelile (Fort William) Introduced 
uw DI to regulate stationary engines. 
The object of the measure ix to pro- 
tect stationary engines by making it 
compulsory for any perton in charge of 
a stationary engine to paxs an examin- 
ation and hold a certificate showing him 
to be competent, thereby lessening the 
danger of accidenty-and Incidentally 
making the calling a more lucrative one 
for those who are competent. 

No Reply. 

Mr. Macdairmid asked If any reply 
had been received by the Government 
or thelr predecessors in office froin the 
Dominion Government regarding the 
memorial which passed the Legislature 
on March 8, 1904, relating to a grant 
by way of subsidy towurds the building 
and equipment of the Temiskaming und 
Northern Ontario Railway. 

Mr. Whitney stated that no reply had 
been received by the present Govern- 
ment, nor were they aware of any hav- 
ing been received by the previous Gov- 
emment. 

License Instructions. 

Hon. Mr. Hanna was not in the House 
during the sitting, but he received the 
newspaper men In his inner sanctuary 
and handed them a copy of a type- 
written letter he had sent to thoxe re- 
sponsibje for the enforcement of the H- 
quor a as follows: 

“The Wrlous boards of HMaquor license 
commmtasigners throughout the Province 
and the Bquor license inspectors: are 
reminded that in considering upplica- 
tions which may come before them for 
licenses, in no case must they allow 
political considerations to influence 
their decisions. 

“It has been reported to me that in 
certain districts patronage committees 
sure axxutning.to direct the boards «% 
tu what Heenses shall be ixcued and to 
whoin, ‘This practice cannot be permlt- 
ted. Licenses obtained in this way will 
In every case be dixcontinued at the 
eariicat opportunity. - % 

Must Bo Non-Partigan, 

“The Government is) aincerely anx- 
fous that the licertze laws shall be strict- 
ly adininistered and on a non-partisan 
basis, and expect your bext assistance 
to this end. Default In these particu- 
lars would not only destroy the uxeful- 
ness of the board responsible therefor, 
but would In some ‘dekree reflect upon 
the whole system. 

“It is confidently hoped that In a 
majority of cases this @arning fs un- 
necessary, and that in ne case will it 
be unheeded. ' 

“Where the number of applicants ex- 
ceeds the number of Iicenses to be 
granted, those applicants who are per- 
sxonally the most desirable and whore 
hotela are the best appointed and the 
most suitable for the public accommo- 
dution should always be preferred. 

Must Keep Hotel, 

“It Ix the duty of Inspectora to make 
a fair and impartini report tn every 
instance, xo that boards may have the 
best and most reliable Information be- 
fore them. 

“In many counties there are places 
called hotels which are merely drink- 
ing places, the bar belng made the first 
consideration and accommodation for 
man and beast but secondary. Make the 
lcensees of such places Mve up to the 
requirements, or refuse their licenses 
206464 Make them keep hotel! 

“Trusting that your occupancy of the 
position will be agrecable and pleasant 
to you, and that you may be able to 
say that the promise made by the Gov- 
ernment as to the right enforcement of 
the law will be falthfully carried out 
in your district.”

LIFE IN GREENLAND. - 


The Ways of the People, Thelt Pleas- 
ures and Their Food, 

Greenland’s west coast is considered 
to have the grandest scenery of any 
coast in the world by Roger Pollock, 
who writes of a Journey thither as fol- 
lows: “The sunny arctic day, which 
lasts for months; a sky all faming 
glory, the fretted spires of the Alps 
flanked, with stupendous cliffs and 
based on the restful levels of the sea. 
cities of crowded berga, compound of 
dazzling light and radiant color—such 
scenery as that blots out one's former 
memories, Our first port of call was 
Jakobshavn, at the head of Disco 
stralt, biggest of the northern villages, 
a metropolis of nine white people and 
400 uatives. Beside a pocket harbor, 
perched on round shoulders of the na- 
ked granite, are the buildings, all tarred 
black, of the Royal Trade company. 
For a background to the dismal scene 
rise higher rocks, littered with garbage 
and turf huts, the homes of the na- 
tives, At heart the place is gay, for 
our sailors went ashore every night to 
dance with the Eskimo girls, while 
the officers of ship and colony swapped 
dinner parties, breakfasts and lunch- 
eons all through a nipve days’ festival. 

“Men and women alike,” the writer 
continues, “were linguists, well read, 
accomplished, a little too polite for 
comfort, living a metropolitan life on 
one batch of letters a year In an arctic 
outpost. - Expecting the pathos of ban- 
ishment, I found the gayety of perfect 
content. The Danes of all the settle 
ments were alike In social charm, gen- 
tle and polished—arrant gossips, too— 
and the Indoor life had little to remind 
one of the outdoor wilderness. The 
Innult servant malds wore the farry 
breeches, boots to the hip and curious 
topknot of thelr natlonal dresa. One

The conven- 
tion, frantic with enthusiasm, heard 
not another wo! Kut the following 
spring Gencral Cotkrell became United 
States senator by the unanimous vote 
of the Democrats of Missouri. For 
five successive terins after March 4, 
1875, with never a Democratic vote 
agalost him, be wns elected to the sena- 
torship, the first political office he ever 
held. No senator from his state sur- 
passed bis record In length of years, 
and none equaled it, save Thomzs

THE CITY OF CROCODILES. 


An Ancient Site Said to Have feea 
Ballt by Pharaoh. - 

‘The crocodile, one of the most sacred 
animals of the east, has given its name 
to several ancient sites. Of the various 
“cities of crocodiles,” the names of 
which have been handed down to us by 
. Herodotus, Pliny and Strabo. perhaps 
the most striking was the “Crocodilopo- 
ls” of the ancient Egyptian province of 
Fayum, which, according to tradition, 
was built by that pharaoh who “made 
the lives of the children of Israel bit- 
ter with bard service.” : 

This province lies within an almost 
complete circle of bills—a little oasis 
in the midst of the desert, where rosea 
and grapes mingle with figs and ollves 
and luxuriant palm trees grow almost 


_Into forests, 


Its capital ts Medinet, and n little to 
the north of the city are a number of 
irregularly shaped mounds. Beneath 
these are the ruins of the pharaoh 
built. “Crocodilopolis.” the “City. of 
Crocodiles," later called Arsinoe, and 
the shrine of the sacred crocoilile of the 
neighboring Lake Mocris, which was 
then 450 miles in cireuinference. 

This lake held the sacred crocodiles, 
and as each died In turn it was buried 
In one of the 1,500 underground sepul- 
chers“of the work famed “Labyrinth” 
at hand, side by side with the einbalm- 
ed bodies of successive pharaohs. 





THE NAME AMERICA. 


When It Was Firat Preposed For the 
Newly Found Continent, 

The name of America for the newly 
discovered continent was first proposed 
in the little volume put ferth at St. Die, 
in the Vosges, in the year 15 by 
Waldzeemuller, better known by the 
Ifellenized form of his name, Hyta- 
comylus. Three or four editions of this 
treatise were published at St. Die be- 
fore 1507, and a few years afterward 
an edition without date was printed at 
Lyons by Jean de la Place. All these 
editions are of extreme rarity, and 
probably that printed at Lyons Is the 
rarest of all, though the library of the 
Kritish museum possesses two coples 
of it. It has never been suggested that 
any maps were engraved to accompa- 
ny either of the editions, but it has 
Ways been supposed that the earliest 
map with the word “America” marked 
on the new found world was the “Ty- 
pus Orbis,” engraved ov wool for the 
“Enarrationes Joannis Camertis in C, 
Julif Solint Polyistora,” printed at VI 
enna in 1520 for Joannes Singrenius. 
Tn this map the new world is repres 
elas a long island, on which is the in 
scription: “Anno dy 97 hace terra cum 
adjacentibus insulls inventa est per 
Columbum Ia ein ex nuindate re- 
sis Castelle. ea provinela.”” 















BRET HARTE AS A HUNTER. 


The Reassurinsg Mensage He Receive 
ed After an Accident.

And on the last cover 
is also written, ‘John Fox off War- 
wick was the owncr of this Bible. 
Anno’ Dom.,’ 1633; then come the 
names of ‘John Bradshaw, 1666," 
and “Thomas, | Hall,’’ 1727," and 
“James Hall, 1743,"" and others.

THE STARFISH, 


Thie Pecullar Creature Can Neither 
See, Hear Nor Smelt, 

Unlike man, the starfish which loses 
one of its “arms,” or properly Its rays, 
grows a new one to take its place. Un- 
der certain conditions It grows two to 
take the place of one, A starfish may 
lose all its rays without losing Its Ufe, 
and very often a cripple with but a sin- 
gle rny left is found by fisherinen and 
collectors. When completely broken in 
two the starfish Lecomes two distinct 
fish, and the growing process contin- 
ues, The brittle starfish, it Is believed, 
in many Instances breaks off its own 
rays at the approach of danger. For 
this reason {t is dificult to obtain a per- 
fect specimen. @ 

A starfish can nelther see nor hear, 
Neither has It the sense of smell. In 
spite of these seeming impediments, 
nevertheless, It secks and devours Sts 
prey a4 neatly as an ordinary fish. The 
starfish Hea upon its prey and folds ita 
“arms,” or rays, completely about It. 
‘Then it. pusbes Tis stomach out through. 
iis mouth and wlll wrap exen a large 
oyster and shell within the folds of the 
stonuich, The mouth of the starfish ta 
in the center of its rays. 

Some great ships are today employed 
almost wholly In secking for starfish 
specimens In deep seas. and there are 
hundreds of men who spend a portion 
of their time In collecting starfish fn 
the Interests of science. Many of the 
specimens collected by ships are taken 
from depths of one and even two miles.

I sald yestcrday he is not re- 
sponsible to us In any sense; he is re- 
sponsible only to his superior, But the 
Government of this country are re- 
sponsible to us, and if there has been 
any suggestion of this kind by or in 
behalf of the Government of this coun- 
try,‘or by or on behalf of any mem- 
ber of it, then, I say, the country will 
demand the dismissal or retirement of 
any member of this Government who 
ventured to confer upon His Excellency 
any such authority. He is not respon- 
siblo te us, but the members of the 
administration are.

tn Making Possible Rural Telephone 
Exchanges at Reasonable Cost. 

Ottawa, April 7.—Nathaniel D. Neill, 
acting president and manager of the 
American Machine Telephone Co., was 
under examination before the-House of 
Commons" special committee yesterday. 
Me sald he had been Interested in de- 
veloping an automatic telephone ex- 
change for about twelve years. The 
Canadian Machine Telephone Co. of 
Toronto was a subsidiary concern. The 
system he was more particularly ac- 
quainted with was one put in about 
three years ago in the Town of Piqua, 
Ohio. The stock was taken up locally, 
starting with about 300 subscribers, in 
competition with the Central Unfon, or 
Pell Telephone Co. Today they had 
100 subscribers connected with the 
rural districts. The charge for a bus!- 
ness ‘phone was $25, and for a residence 
‘phone $13, 

The independent company with which 
he is connected had been trying for two 
years to establish a syater In Peterboro, 
but representatives of the Bell Co. op 
posing a long-distance line had fright- 
ened capital, and they had to go to 
Chicago to get it. They have it now, 
and the systei will be installed in a 
few weeks, 

To Sir Willi Mulock the witness 
said he favored}putting long-distance 
line’ under the control of the Govem- 
ment. 

“That is the key to the situation, and 
that would develop the telephone sys- 
tem throughout Canada,” he sald. 

To Mr. Maclean he sald that in the 
United States railway companice were 
only too glad to give independent ‘phone 
companies access to their stations. 

His company will charge $15 and $20 
for "phones in Peterboro, and the Bell 
@o. are charging $25 and $35.

ARE LAWYERS NECESSARY 


Hon. A. B. Aylesworth Would Kill Le- 
gal Trades Union. 


Suddenly called upon to show cause 
why their special privileges should not ! 
be abolished, the lawyers are rather 
put to it, says The Toronto Star. Hon. 
A.B. Aylesworth, speaking at the Bar 
dinner in“Toronfo the other night, ad- 
yocated the abolition of all the com- 
pulsory qualifications for practicing at 
the bar, so that any man could plead 

* his own cause or call in any other man 
to represent him. 

“What,” he asked, “Is the Law So- 
clety of Upper Canada but a great 
trades uriion?” When some of our lead- 
ing ‘lawyers were asked what they 
thought of Mr. Aylesworth’s idea they 
advanced arguments that, we think, he 
could controvert. Two prominent law- 
yers expressed the opinion that the 
suggested change would increase liti- 
gation enormously, Another lawyer 
thought the change would clean our 
the courts, for the judgments would be 
#0 erratic that people would avold litl- 
gation, 

People will at once begin to grow 
curious to see how the thing really 
would work out. One prominent law- 
yer ts inclined to think that the courts 
would, merely be courts of arbitration, { 
rendering judgments on the common | 
merits of the case, so that “while one i 
man might win his case, another with 
& precisely similar case might lose.” 
Although it makes a lawyer shudder 
to“think of such a possibility, there

“What is the attitude of the profes- 
sional historian toward this state of 
tind, and toward this form of patriot- 
ism?” asked Dr. Colby. He said’ that 
during the past two generations an at- 
tempt had been made by Jeading stu- 
dents to render the investigation and 
the writing of history impartial, color- 
less and scientific. Truth was the 
ideal, not patriotism, nor even religion. 
Under modern conditions, therefore, it 
would be difficult to find a decent his- 

























school manual with the fixed intent of 
Justifying the national cause, or so to 
speak, of presenting part of the truth 
as though it were the whole truth, 
against which nothing could be urged. 

“We all recognize, I imaginé, the ex- 
istence of patriotism under two forms, 
the lower form of beating the big drum 
or waving the bloody flag, and the 
higher form of doing something for 
one’s country,” sald Dr. Colby, and, 
neither was the connection of history 
with the higher patriotism less close 
than it was with the screaming of the 
eagle or the roaring of the lion. He 
referred to Switzerland's sound type of 
Patriotism, and gave some of the char= 
acteristics of the people. So far as 
Canada was concerned, history, Dr. 
Colby thought, ought to have a large 
Part in the national life. There was) 
certainly a history worth honoring, and 
the gréat pity was that so’far so little 
had been done to exploit it-~ Instead 
of talking grandiloquently about the 
past, the truer patriotism would seem 
to point toward a closer investigation 
of it, But. speaking frankly in the 
case of Canada, the materials upon 


which a good © Co-operative’ history * 


could alone be founded did not exist. 
A few weeks ago’ he had a conver- 


sation with Dg, Doughty, the Dominion i 


Archivist, regarding a project for a co- 
Operative history of Canada, to ba 
brought out In connection with the 
Champlain celebration in Quebec in 
190%. Whether such a work would be 
attempted was another question, but 
Dr. Colby thought most experts would’ 
agree with Dr. Doughty in thinking that 
anything at present done on these lines 
would ibe of a purely provisional char- 
acter. It would be a tentative nature 
for the simple reason that the mono- 
graph stage had not, with Cafada, as 
yet been passed through. It would, he 
sald, be ridiculous to deny that thé lit- 


erature of Canadian history was wholly © 


lacking in good monographs. Books 
llke Rochemontelx’s “Jesuits,” Lovin's 
“Frontenac,” Doughty's “Slege of Que- 
bec,” and Biggars “Early Trading 
Companies,” spoke eloquently to the 
contrary. Still, an enormous amount 
of pioneer work must be done before a 
bibliography of Canadian history could 
show any such results as were repre~ 
sented by a little book like Channing 
& Hart's “Guide to American History” 

“We need to have at Ottawa a _well- 
endowed! and creditable Archives De- 
partment,” urged Dr. Colby. In the past 
an important duty had been neglected 


by treating the archives in a purely * 


incidental fashion. For many years the 
main effillation had been agricultural, 
The time had come to render it cul- 
tural in a broad and national sense, 
Theoretically, at least, all desired that 
there should be sound and learned his- 
tories of Canada. but those could ‘not 
be prepared until a large number of 
special topics had been investigated 
with minute care.. Owing to the pre- 
sent Imitation of the National Ar- 
chives, the work (of preparing godd 
monographs was, extremely difficnit 
and costly. Therefore, it: must be con- 
cluded. that the only.sound policy was 
to collect and arrange those Original 
materials without recourse to which the 
historian would be wasting his time in 
writing at all on Canadian subjects.

Meeting of the Rulers of the Two 
Nations in Paris. ~ 





King Edward and President’ Loubet 
Converse With Much Freedom for 
an Hour—Taken by French to Mean 
“Conspicuous Response ef Ger- 
many’s Attitude Regarding Moroc- 
co"—Commons Discusses the Trea- 
ties and Preferences. 


Paris, April 8—Tho arrival of King 
Edward in Paris yesterday was the oc- 
casion for a notable manifestation of 
Anglo-French cordiatity, which is be- 
Ing interpreted as a conspicuous re- 
sponse to Germany's attitude regard- 
sing Morocco, although the King re- 
mained but a short time. He was met 
outside the city by President Loubet, 
who held’a private conversation with 
His Majesty, lasting nearly an hour. 
A semi-officia] outgiving recites that 
this meeting had far fess reserve than 
that as between King and President. 
and that it was marked by the free- 





dom of confidences éxchanged. Beyond. 


this private conversation King Edward 
confined himself to the usual public 
expressions of good will He spoke at 
the station of the pleasure a visit to 
France always gave him. 

Rulers Exchange Greetings. 

President Loubet joined the Royal 
train at Pierrefitte station, where, sur- 
rounded by distinguished officials of 
both Governments, the two rulers ex- 
changed greetings. The King conduct- 
ed President Loubet to his car, where 
conversation continued until the Lyons 
railway station was reached. Outside 
the station the crowd was eld back 
by cordons of police. During the half 
hour at the station King Edward con- 
Unued to talk with President Loubet 
and held an extended conference with 
the British Ambassador to France, Sir 
Francis Levison Bertle. King Edward 
Jeft Paris at 7.10 o'clock for Marseilles, 
where he will Jolin Queen Alexandria 
on board the Royal yacht Victoria and 
Albert. 

Talked Freely. 

The seml-officlal communication re- 
latlve to the mecting of King Edward 
and President ‘Loubet says: 

“It is natural to suppose the conver 
sation between the King and President 
led to an exchange of views on diplo- 
matic questions of the day, but as nel- 
ther has divulged the confidences it Is 
necessary to recelye with reserve the 
more or less ingenuous versions which 
will be placed in circulation. Judging. 
however,/from external appearances one 
cannot but remark that the meeting 
yesterday was marked not only by less 
reserve than that of last year, but not- 
ably by the greater freedom of conti- 
dence~ exchanged.” 

French Press “Views. 

_The public and press, however, her- 
ald the meeting as significant. The 
Journal Des Debatx says: “It ix a 
now affirmation of the Anglo-French 
entente, which will be followed by 
naval demonstrations by British and 
French squadrons.” 

This, says The Debats, ix the re- 
sponse to the attitude Germany hax 
taken towards France, and the paper 
adds: “It will be imprudent if states- 
men at Berlin fall to observe this par- 
tcularly conspicuous reaffirmation of 
ihe Anglo-French entente.” 

The Temps also says that the Inter- 
view emphasizes the endurance of the 
Anglo-French entente, 

The effect of the visit appears to be 
to strengthen the determination to pro- 
ceed with France's policy in Morocco 
in accordance with the terms of the 
Anglo-French agreement as the visit ts 
construed as a timely expression from 
the signatories of that agrecment. 


THE OPEN DOOR. 


French Ambassador Says That is His 
Nation’s Moroccan Policy. 
Washington, April 7.—The. Fretich 
Ambassador, M. Jusserand, called on 
Secretary Taft yesterday to make In- 
quiries relative to the visit of the Ger 
man Ambassador Wednesday, and the 
representations the Jatter made rela- 
tive to Morocco. He was-informed that 


‘Baron Von Speck-Sternburg’4 note had 


been forwarded to the President. 

M. Jusserand assured Secretary Taft 
that the “open door” was the policy in 
Morocco now, and there were no Inten- 
tohs on the part of the French Gov- 
ermment to alter that policy, 

Germany's New Minister, 

Berlin, April 7.—The report of the 

appointment of Privy Councillor Dr. 
Rosen, who until recently was special 
envoy of Germany at the court of 
King Menellk of Abyssinia, as German 
minister in Morocco, {n succession to 
the deceased. Baron Von Mentzingen, 
has been confirmed. There is every 
indication that Germany designs to 
hold on tenaciously to her policy to- 
wards Morocco. 
Treaties and Preferences. 

London, April 7—Earl Percy, Under 
Sccretary for Foreign Affairs, informed 
Questioners In the House of Commons 
yesterday that the Anglo-French agree- 
tment of April 8, 1904, was never offi- 
clally communicated to Germany, nor 
had any communications on the sub- 
ject passed between Great Britain and 
Germany except in reference to the 
Khedivial decree dealing with the 
Egyptian part of the agreement. The 
Sultan of Morocco, Earl Percy sald, was 
not a party to the Anglo-French de- 
claration, which was an_ independent 
arrangement between Great Britain 
and France for dealing with their re- 
spective Interests In Morocco, 

Asked if Germany's treaty ‘with 
Morocco secured for her special com- 
mercial rights and privileges, Earl 
Peréy sald — the German-Moroccan 
treaties of 1890 were analogous to the 
Anglo-Moroccan treaties of 1856. 

Morocco-German Loan. 

The correspondent at Tangier of The 
Times says the Sultan of Morocco haa 
been given to understand that he will 
have no difficulty in obtaining a Joan In 
Berlin. ,

Jap Loss 27; Russian 200. 

Tokio, April 7.—Imperial army head- 
quarters, reporting yesterday, says: 
“Part of our Kalyuan force engaged in 
@riving the enemy, occupled Kuyuaha, 
three miles northeast of Mienhuachich 
on the afternoon of April 4. 

“On the afternoon of April 3 the 
enemy with mounted artillery and ma- 
chine guns advanced xouth from the dl- 
rection of Tawo, on the Fenghua road, 
and on the morning of April 4 opened 
a bombardment on Chincheatun. 

“Simultaneously a large force of in- 
fantry advanced from the ‘vicinity of 
the main road, two other columns de- 
touring to cover both our flanks. 

“They approached within 400 metres 
of our position, but at € o'clock In the 
evening we entircly repulsed them. 

“Our casualties were 27 men wound- 
ed. The enemy's loss ts uncertain, but 
it is estimated at over 200 killed and 
wounded.” . 

Dispersed by Cossacks. 

St. Petersburg, April 7.—A despatch 
to the War Office from Chlef of Staff 
Karkevitch, dated yesterday, says that 
a Russian and Corenn detachment at- 
tacked a force of Japanese infantry 
five miles from Kiltohjiou (Kilju), and 
that the Japanese were dislodged from 
two positions and dispersed by the 
Tussian fire-and Cossacks attacks: 

The despatch adds that Japanese de- 
tachments have appeared on the Man- 
darin road between Changtufu 9 and 
Maimaikalia, on the Russian front. 

Where Togo Is. 

Chicago, April 7—A special to The 
Daily News, from Batavia, Java, says: 

“Togo’s feet was sighted yesterday 
morning south of the Island of Min- 
danao, the southernmost of the Phil- 
ippine group.” 


AGREED ABOUT PEACE, 


All Foreign Ambassadors to France Say 
It Will Come Soon, 

Paris, April 7.—Unless all the for- 
eign ambassadors in Paris are very 
much astray, the peace negotiations 
which were begun two weeks ago hare 
now reached a point where general 
publicity, must take the place of the 
secrecy so far observed. There is hard- 
ly any doubt that an understanding has 
been arrived at between Japan and 
Russia in respect of the gencral terms 
of the peace treaty, and it would not be 
surprising to learn within a week that 
the two powers have appolnted com- 
missioners. For diplomatic reasons de- 
nials are made at every point, but it 
is nevertheless truc that men who 
have been called Into council have leak- 
ed suflicilently to make clear the fact 
that the two warring nations practical- 
ly have agreed upon the general points 
at Issue.

“We seck to make the Morocean au- 
thoritles understand the practical ad- 
vantages of having the nominal, pre- 
carious authority of the sultan forti- 
fled and extended, no that the condi- 
tion of the population may be amell- 
orated by security and respect 
given to their customs and bellefa. 

“Wo put this before them mildly, as 
friends, patiently, also, as becomes 
neighbors, not having need of a pre- 
cipltate solution, and we will continue 
our task with the tranqulllity of peo- 
ple who are wronging no one, and who 
contemplate nothing wrong to the In- 
terests of anyone.”

Glow much beer does’ John actually 
consume in twelve months?

Néw, the house on the right side 
of the plate among the trees is the 
wandarn's bouse, and bere the pria- 
cess lived, 

Do you see the tall tree behind the 
house, with the huge fruit looking 
Uke balloons Some call it an or- 
ange tree. Under this tree the 
lovers used to walk, 

At the front of the house is a lit- 
tle path, that in cut off by a Iattico 
fence. On thé left side you will sce 
a bridge with three arches, and Iean- 
ing over the bridge is a willow tree, 
which gives the naine of “willow 
ware.” 

Do you sec three quecr-looking fig- 
ures going over the bridget They 
are the lovers running away, and the 
old gardencr, who js helping them. 
He is carrying a large crook. They 
are going over to the queer little is- 
land in the upper Ieft-hand corner, 
to live in the queer little house with 
turned-up edges, and the queer little 
gardencr will row them across in the 
queer little boat. When the cruel 
father learns that they have run 
away he goes to the island to kill 
them. Then the good fairy of China- 
land, stirred by pity, changes each 
into a beautiful bird, and here among 
the trees they live and sing forever. 
Do you see the queer littic birds? 
Look on your plate and sce if the 
boaks of the birds touch cach other. 
If they do then you have a very old 
plate, while if the beaks arc not near 
together the plate ia of a recent 
manpifacture. 

The willow pattern was introduced 
into England in 1780, the Caughliey. 
pottery making the first willow ware 
from the Chinese designs. Since 
that time many potteries have adopt. 
ed the style. In some wares tho birds 
look like pigeons; in othera they 
havo long, branching tails. Then the 
trees bear a different number «of 
oranges or whatever the fruit’ may 
bo; the man In the boat in some 
plates rows on the right aide, and in 
otbers on the left; but in all ware 
of the willow pattern the story is 
the same, and has come from long 
ago in the far-away land of China to 
add a charm to our china closets, and 
to tell one moro story of the beau- 
tiful realm of fairyland.”

HOW QUEBEC WAS SAVED, 


— 


Story of a Gallant Fight Put Up by the 
French Against the Iroquois 


Indians. : 
The carly histogy of Canada tells of 
many strugel tween the settlers 


and the Indians, but it tx doubtful if 

there Is on record a nobler Instance of 

self-racrifice than that of the band of 
young Frenchmen who saved Quebec 
from the Iroquols, The story is told in 

Sir Gilbert Parker's history of “Old 

Quebec.” 

Adam Daulac, or Dollard, Sieur des 
Ormeaux, was a young man of good 
family, who had come to the colony. 
three years before at the age of 22. He 
had held some military rank In France, 
and it was not long before he set on 
foot a remarkable Indian enterprise. 
Bixteen young men caught his spirit, 
struck hands with him and pledged 
thelr word. ‘They bound themselves by 
oath to accept no quarter, made their 
wills, confessed, and received the sac- 
ramerit, ~ 

Deqeending the St. Lawrence, they 
entered the mouth of the Ottawa, 
crossed the Lake of Two Mountains, | 
and slowly advanced against the cur- 
rent of the river. A few days later 
they reached the foot of the formidable 
rapid called “lang Sault.” where a 
tumult of waters foaming among ledges 
nnd boulders barred thelr onward way. | 
Asides, it was uxelexs to go farther, | 
‘The Iroquols were sure to pass the j 
Sault, and could be fought here as well » 
as elsewhere. » 

Just below the rapid stood # palisade 
fort, the work of an Algunquin war;

Dualac made no objection to 
their company, and so they Divouacked 
together, 

In a day or two thelr scouts came In 
with tidings that two Iroquois canoes 
were coming down the Sault. Dualag 
had only time to set his men in ambush 
before t, advance canocs of the en- 
emy swept down the river. A few of 
the Iroquols exenped the Frenchmen’s 
volley, and fleeing into the forest, they , 
reported their misxchance to thelt main 
body, 200 In number, on the river 
above. Thereupon a fleet of canoes 
suddenly appeared, bounding down the 

{ rapids, filled with warriors eager for 

revenge. The allies had barely time to 

escape to their fort, leaving their ket- ; 
tles still slung over the fires. The Iro- 
quois made a hasty attack, but being 
repulsed, they withdrew and fell to 
building a rude fort of their own in 
the nelghboring forest. This gave the 

French breathing Ume, and thoy uxed 

it for strengthening thelr defences, 

They planted a row of stakes within 

their paliaade, t om a deub 

ervening space 

“to the helght of 
man, leaving twenty loopholes or more, 
atrach of which three mariemen wero 
stationed, 

Their work was still unfinished when 
the Iroquola were upon them: again. 
They had broken to pieces the birch 
canoes of the French and thelr allies,

Between Russ and Japs. 


Russian Warships Pass Singapore and Enter China Sea to Certain 
_ Conflict—Halls of Rojestvensky’s Ships Are too Foul for Rapid 
Manoeuvring —St. Petersburg Rejoices and Think Togo 
Caught Between Two Fires—British Naval 
Officers Think Rojestvensky Trapped 





Singapore, ‘April 10.—Fifty-one ships 
of Vice-Admiral Rojestvensky’a second 
Pacific squadron passed here:Saturday. 
The most {mportant fighting vessels of 
the squadron, including the battleships 
Kniaz Souvaroff, Alexander IL Borod- 
ino and Orel, with thelr complement 
of cruisers, torpedo boat destroyers, 
ete, did not arrive, and thelr where 
abouts is totally unknown. 

The vessels which passed Singapore 
were the following: Battleships—Sisso! 
Veliky and Oleg: cruisers, Admiral 
Nakhimoff, Dimitri Donskol, Aurora, 
Izumrud, Jemtchug, Almaz, Russ, An- 
adyr, Furerst Bismarck, Kaiserin Mr 
ria Theresa, Kaiserin Augusta Victor 
fa, Kaiser Friedrich, Rion, and seven 
torpedo boat destroyers, all sailing un- 
der the naval flag. 

Under the commercial Mag were the 
volunteer steamers Kief, Yaroslav, 
Tamboff, Vladimir and Orel, the Rus- 
sian Navigation Co.’s steamers Meteor, 
Jupiter and Mercury, the East Asiatic 
Co.'s steamers Korea and Kaltal, tho 
North Baltic .Co*s steamer Knilaz 
Gortchakoff, one salvage ship, sixteen 
colliers, one hospital ship and three 
Hamburg-American liners.

Rejoicing in St. Petersburg. 

St. Petersburg, April 10.—There was 
great rejoicing Saturday night at the 
Admiralty, yacht and other naval clubs 
over the fact that Vice-Admiral Ro- 
Jestvensky had successfully navigated 
the gateway of the China Sea without 
encountering the Japanese. 

Although ‘there is some talk of a pos- 
sibility of ViceAdmiral Rojestvensky 
now putting it at Salgnon, Cochin 
China, it is not believed that further 
advantage of French neutrality will be 
taken unless he is forced to do so be- 
cause of the condition of some’ of his 
ships. 

At the rate the Russian squadron 
steamed from Madagascar, which av- 
eraged elght knots an hour, the great- 
est naval battle since Nelson's victory 
at Trafalgar should occur in about ten 
days. The Admiralty realizes that Ro- 
Jestvensky faces great odds. 

Between Two Fires. 

There is reason to believe that Vice- 
Admiral Rojestvensky’s entrance into 
the China Sea has been followed by 
orders for the crulsers Gromobol, Ros- 
sia and Bogatyr. which have been 
Teady for some time at Vladivostock, 
to put to sea.

Premier (Whitney .was ~ recontly 
waited on by an influential deputa- 
tion to advocate a Provincial grant 
towards the maintenance of a free 
hospital for consumptives at Gravon- 
hurst. Mr. Whitney expressed him- 
self as in warm accord with the ob- 
ject put before him. and . promised 
that the petition would be consider- 
ed and aid extended as far as the 
atate of the public finances admitted. 
Tho object is a mast wortby one, and 
strongly appouls to public bencvol- 
enca in furtherance of the immensc 
good that has already becn accom- 
plished at Gravenhurst. Premice 
Whitney promised the deputation to 
give the subject his best considcration 
and do what was possible in further- 
ance of their views. 

The claims of consumptives to pub- 
lic consideration are recelying such 
attention in the Southwestern States. 
A contemporary says that onc of the 
most interesting bite of the current 
news relates to a scheme for the os- 
tablishment of a large colony of con- 
pumptives in one of those States. The 
plan originates in St. Louls, where u 
number of fraternal societics and 
other organizations af occupying 
themselves with measures for ~ its 
furtherance. The experiment will not 
be made on a smali scale, but will 
atart out fully financed and with 
enough moncy in aight to make a 
Rhorough test of its efficacy. 

An examination of the plans under 
way leads to the belief that tbis will 
be onc of the most important as well 
us one of the most practical of the 
methods thus far proposed for fight- 
ing tuberculos’s. During the lust de. 
cade every civilized country has been 
engaged in a mighty effort to check 
the ravages of this deadlicatNot hu- 
man ills. Ali caperiments have point- 
ed to one #reat fact—that fresh air 
is tho malady’s moat potent enemy, 
The outdoor treatments have been 
the most successful. Many cuthusjasts 
declare that living outdoors in al- 
most any climate will cure cases of 
Ponsumption which in former years 
yrould have been pronovneed incur. 
able. Sanitariums huve been very suc. 
peasful where the patitnts spent a 
maximum of their time In the open 
air, in all seasons and weathers, 

It is to the dry air of the moun- 
tains and the arid lands of the West, 
however, that the germa of tubercu- 
losis yield most readily. The afflicted 
have for years been crowding to cere 
tain localities In the Adirondacks, 
the Rockies and Arizpna, New Meti- 
co and Texas. In one*of these two 
derriturios or the State the new com. 
munity will be founded. A number of 
large tracts of land have already been 
offered for the location of the “camp 
city,” some of the*areas containing 
as high as 100,000 acres. It is said 
that one railroad has offered to give 
$100,000 cash, provided the settle- 
ment is located on its line. 

The community will te open to 
members of all fraternal socictics, 
churches, clubs, cities, counties and 
states which will _contribute a per 
capita tax of one cent a month for 
each member. Such a‘method may 
collect an immense amount of moncs, 
The magnitude of the undertaking 
holds out a new hope to every suffer- 
er from tuberculosis.

ALL NEW YORK BACTERIOLOG- 
ISTE AT WORK ON PROBLEM 
AND ARE HUNTING FOR GERM 
IN LABORATORIES, 


New York World: Every promin- 
ent bacteriologist in New York Ja now 
socking for a serum or ‘anti-toxzin 
thot will neutralize the germs of 
ferebro-spinal — meningitls. Health 
Commissioner Darlington sald yestor- 
day that the discovery of an effective 
serum secmed to be the only hope of 
successfully, combating the epidemic, 

The meningitis commission ts divid- 
ing on two lines of endeavor. Ono 
section ig sceking to prevent the dls. 
easarby. discovering the ecausts which 
orginate it. The other Is secking a 
serum to cure it. j 

Dr. J. Morrison has written from 
Washjngton suggesting the upplica- 
tion of hot turpentine to the spine, 
hot irons to the feet and ice or cold 
motal to the head. Commissioner Dar- 
lington Said the ides was uo good one, 
as it would tend to reduce the con- 
swestion by drawing the blood or fluid 
to the surface, “But it is pot a cure,” 
he sad; “only u meousure of relief."

The Medical Record this week com- 
tuends ot baths to the attention of 
the profession.ap acure for menigi- 
tis. The journsa! publishes the results 
of the treatment in Europe. Prof. 
Rogansky administered the hot baths 
to fifty-one women, of whom thirty. 
four were cured and seventeen died

De. Edward G. Tufts, of No. 30 Olj- 
ver street, said: ‘The discase this 
year is attended with persistent con- 
vulsions. Two radical tnethods of 
treatment have been applicd—jnjec- 
tion of lysol, and also of diphtheria 
anti-toxin into the spinal cord. 

“To what do you attribute the pre- 
sent outbreak 1” 

“We nono of ‘us know what is the 
origin of the disease, but it seems to 
be attendant upon the thawing wea- 
ther chat accompanies the transition 
of winter into spring. This Ja the sea- 
son of miasma, The outbreak is not 
ronfined to any nationality. 
Chinese and other persons of. mixed 
blood, though, are particularly prone 
to cercbro-spinal meninigitls. The 
disease is very fatal among them. By 
far the greatest prevalence is among 
children just under the school age, 
The convulsions following summer 
Fomplaint with infants are usually 
not due to true cerebro-spinal men- 
ingitis.. This discase usually begins os 
mieningitis, unheralded by any other 
complaint or complication. 

‘The Board of Health js distributing 
diphtheria anti-toxin free through 
the tenement districts, for use hypo- 
dermically in meningitls cases, “but 
there is a strong prejudice among the 
poor agajnst ils use. Except in Gou- 
Serneyr and a few other hospitals, 
it has Rot been tested. 

Tho Health Department has not 
classed epidemic meningitis aa Infec- 
tious, although jt is so classed In the 
hospitals. In consequence, no orders 
have been issucd to undertakers, 
Bodies of children dying of cercbro- 
spinal meningitis aro kept the usual 
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period, three days, and aro freely 
‘touched and viewed by the relatives, 
friends and playmates. 

There is no telling when the epi. 
demic Will reach the: maximum and 
begin the decline. According -to Dr, 
Darlington this may not be until 
May.

April 9.—To~ the 
indifferent, and especially to the back- 
slider who has gone back to the world 
and {ts pleasures, this sermon makes a 
powerful appeal for a renewal of spir- 
itual ties and a rekindling of spiritual 
activities.

“Restore unto me the joy of thy salva 
tion.” 

Oh, how quickly the wheel of for- 
tune may whirl around! What we are 
to-day Is no earnest of what we may be 
to-morrow, Rich and affluent, proxper- 
ous and happy now, that doex hot 
Prove that we shall be rich and happy 
and prosperous, with a multitude of 
friends hanging around us, next week 
or next month or next year. The night 
follows the day as well as the day the 
night. The people living in the South 
American republic of Chile reckon his- 
tory by this or that or the other earth- 
quake, which has made the heaving 
earth rock down homes and destroy 
whole citles and towns and villages, 
Some of us may reckon the passing 
away of our lives by the epitaphs 
which are chiseled upon the tomb- 
stones of our Buried hopes. 

“Year of 1872," we say. “Oh. that 
Was the year of America’s awful black 
Friday, when my fortune like a snow- 
fake melted away In an hour. Year of 
1881. That was the year I lost m¢- 
brother or wife or mother.

But tn order to fully grasp the beau- 
ty of the psalmist’s prayer you must 
remember that it Is given with the ab- 
solute knowledge that in his own 
scrength he was nothing, but that In 
God's strength he could be everything. 
David at this time was standing under 
the shadows of his paat sins. God had 
blessed him again and again, yet just 
after these many manifestations of the 
divine love he had fallen back into sin 
because he had depended upon his own 
strength. Thus David says, “Restore 
unto me the joy of thy salvation and 
uphold me by thy free spirit." That 
tmeans in plain English, “Oh, God, bring 
me back to they loving grace, cleanse 
mo from sin and then by thy power 
do not let me again wallow in the

It is only by doubting and continuing 
to distrust our own strength that we 
are led to rely entirely upon God's pro- 
tecting power.

Once I had enough for myself and for 
others. Now I have less than nothing 
Iam dependent upon those around 
me.” 

Better days! Oh, yes, scores of you 
have seen better days in your body, 
your property and your families! Bu, 
alas, many of us, ilke the writer of the 
words of my text, have xeen better days 
in our spiritual condition. I do not 
know whether thts author held. as do 
the Methodists of our Cay, shat a rood 
man might lose his hold on. salvation, 
but one thing ts sure——he knew that he 
had fallen from grace. He had once 
tasted the joys of divine sonship. He 
had once waded ankle dee DP. knee deep, 
waist deep, chin deep, into the great 
depths of God's love and had drunk of 
those Mving waters. But now he has 
climbed out of those depths and stands 
shivering upon the jagged rocks of evil 
in the cold, biting winds of xin. Thus 
we find him crying out in the words of 
entreaty: “Oh, God, bring back to me 
the happiness and the exhilaration and 
peace of my past gospel life! Restore 
unto me the joy of thy salvation!” 

Have not some of us need to offer 
the prayer ofthe psalmist? I know 
that there are many whe are in the 
position of this psalmist. I know, fur- 
thermore, that if you will only return 
you may tasto again the gospel joys, 
and they will be sweeter to you than 
they ever Were before. An eminent 
minister of the cross a short time ago 
told me that the greatest blessing of 
& revival of religions was not found in 
introducing strangers to Jesus, but In 
bringing back to his service those who 
had once been found at the foot of the 
cross. “And,” sald he, “when these 
Wanderers return they make the very 
best workers in our Christian church- 
es.” May God help me to prevall on 
some of you backsliders again to taste 
the gospel joys! 

But I never did ike praying for 
“everything in general and for the uni- 
Verse in particular.” In ordcr to be 
more explicit we would divide she 
Dsalmist’s prayer under three or four 
distinct headings. In the first place, I 
would have you make the prayer; “Re- 
turn unto me, O Lord, the Joycbtch I 
experienced when I first began to re- 
elize the heights and the depths and 
the lengths and the breadths of thy 
sacrifices for me. Restore unto me the 
joy which came to my soul when years 
ego I first approached the communion 
fable and said, ‘Lord, I believe; help 
thou mine unbelief!" Then the tidal 
wave of happiness rolled over us in 
surges. Then we said to ourselves: 
“Saved by grace! Saved by grace! 
Oh, God, I thank thee that I have been 
saved by grace!” 

Once our souls were aflame with 
gratitude for what God had done for 
us. No sooner were we converted than, 
like the psalmist, we cried out, “Even- 
ing and morning and at noon will f 
bray and cry aloud, and he shall hear 
my voice.” But after awhile our joy- 
ful enthusiasm began to cool. We 
grew indifferent. We turned our backs 
upon God. We now find reading the 
Bible a bor and praying a drudgery 
and talking’to Christ and waiting for 
Christ to talk to us a task instead of 
an endless pleasure. Oh, my friends, 
do you want te feel again the exhilara- 
tion which came over you on the day of 
your conversion? Then make the pray- 
e> of my text. Make it day in and day 
out. Make it and continue to make it 
as you rehearse all Gad has done for 
you by the sacrifice of Jesus Christ. 
Oh, that to-day we could have the thrill 
which surged through us when we first 
felt that God had purged us with hys- 
sop until we were clean, that he had 
Washed us until we were whiter than 
snow! 

But gratitude to God for what Christ 
has done for us {s not the only joy of 
salvation that Is burled and needs to 
be renewed. One of these joys that 
needs to be resuffeeted is the one we 
used to find In Christian service. 
sooner were we converted than Immed- 
lately we went forth to try and save 
some one else. Then when we brought 
a brother or sister to the cross there 
came over us another Joy which we hed 
not hitherto conceived, the Joy of sav- 
lag men and women for Christ. There 
s —_— 
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God, restore unto me the joy of Chris- 
tian fellowship with Christions! O God, 
make me again love church services 
and the prayer mectings and the mis- 
sionary gatherings and the convocation 
of the young people of the Christian 
Endeavorers and Epwortheleaguer and 
the Brotherhood of Andrew and Philip! 
0 God, mily I desire to associate with 
thy disciples more than to go with any 
other class of people on earth!" You 
think this is a strange prayer to make? 
T do not. When I make ft, I know that 
one of the surest gigns of the true 
Christian Ufe Is to be found tn the de- 
sire of a Christian to be where other 
Christians are. Yet, if 1 mistake not. 
some of you never go to the midweek 
prayer meetings or to Sunday schools 
or to our cottage prayer meetings. You 
look upon these meetings as a bore, a 
drudgery, a tiresome hour, wasted for 
duty’s sake. When _you go to these 
tincetings you de so under protest. | 

“Yex,." you answer, “I do look upon 
these religious ga‘herings as @ bore 
But I am not responsible for my Mkes 
and dislikes any more than I am to be 
blamed because my favorite color Is 
blue, my favorite flower a carnation, 
my favorite musician Beethoven, my 
favorite novellst Thaekeray, my favor- 
ite artist Rubens and my faverite poet 
Longfellow or Tennyson. I like what 
I like and dislike what I dislike, and 
cannot help it. Now, if 3 dislike ta as- 
socilate with the class of people who 
make up our distincthyely religious 
gatherings, such ax ure Yfound in the 
missionary society, I am Got to blame. 
Iam no more to blame ttign I am be- 
cause I dislike codfish or mackerel and 
Uke apples an@ grape fruit.” 

Ah, yos, my brother, you are te 
blame. You are Individually responsi- 
ble for your likes and disilkes. If you 
do not care to associate with Christian 
people in Christian gatherings then: It 
is high time that you learned to enjoy 
thelr soclety, and the quicker the bet- 
ter, Because I do not love them now 
that Is no excuse why I should not 
learn to Jove these people. Supposing 
I was a dyspeptic, supposing I had for 
years been living on lobsters and veal 
and ham and pork and cabbage and 
highly seasoned ‘salads and rich pas- 
tries, supposing on account of my dys- 
pepsia I was sent to a ranitarium, 
what would bo the first order of my 
physicians? “Put that man on the 
simplest diet.” Because I tell my phy- 
siclan I do not Iike plain toast and milk 
and cold bread and good, wholesome 
beefsteaks and potatoes would that 
make any difference? No. My physi- 
clan would reply: “Then the sooner 
you learn to like them the better. You 
have a diseased appetite. You must 
develop a healthy appetite for good, 
wholesome, simple foods.” 

Now, my Christlan friend, by the 
same law you may have a diseased 
spiritual appetite for spiritual associa- 

| tion, If you cannot find enjoyment in 
communion with Christian people, then 
the sooner you learn how to enjoy their 
society the better. You are exactly in 
the position of the frivolous girl or the 
| dissipated boy growing up in a Chris- 
tlan home. /Such children are never 
happy unless they are off at some par- 
ty or visiting some neighbor or attend- 
ing some theatre.

“The Government had introduced 1 
bill and the Premier bad undertaken 
to promulgate it himself, They had 
2 right to ask him if, before Its In- 
troduction, he had consulted Mgr. 
Sbarretti, and could not find fault 
if he said he had. But if, in answetto 
further questions, he replied that the 
proposed legislation was not the re- 
sult of the best judgment of himself 
and his colleagues, “Uf he says “this 
bil! ia introduced beeause it is de- 
manded by the representative of a 
large section of our fellow-citizons,” 
then,” continued Mr. Gordon, *h snust 
ask the Premier to abdicate his post- 
tion, because we havu elected him to 
do our will, to give expression to our 
regard, to put on the statute books 
the laws we consider wise. We have 
voted him and his supporters to pow~ 
er for these things, and 1 refuse to 
have tho vdtes of my neighbors or 
myself neutralized by the acts of any 
jndividual man.” It was the privilege 
of the people to determine for them- 
selves, through their representatives, 
the policy of Canada; the people and 
the policy must go together, and no 
man from whatever country could be 
allowed to thwart the people's will. 

“He hoped it was not uncharitable 
to say that the onus for the existing 
disturbance must be laid upon those 
who had introduced controversia) 
matters, who bad invoked the sacred 
name and power of the constitution 
to buttress and make permanent 
things to which the people objected. 
In this connection, he protested vig- 
orously against a signifitant—he had 
almost sajd a sinister—utterance by 
the Minister of Justice during the 
discussion in the House on the au.

I would 
say to him: ‘Sir, this legislation ought 
to go through if it is right. If it 
is not right, no demand of any class 
should force it through,’ The consti- 
Xutional question, tho school ques- 
tion, and the invasion of public rights 
by the Federal authorities, he held, 
wero related; they could not longer 
be kept apart. If it ahould be elear- 
ly shown, and ho sincerely hoped it 
never would, that legislation in favor 
of an extension of ‘Manitoba boun- 
darjes had been delayed as a conces- 
sion to, or by desire, or on the de- 
mand of Mgr.

~ TERRORS OF THE BOYCOTT. 


When Unions Fought the Gurney Co. 
Business Dropped Off. 

St. Catharines, April 11—The Gurney 
Foundry Co. of Toronto is suing the 
presidents and secretaries of several 
of the local unions here for damages 
for alleged interference with their em- 
ployes and agents, boycotting their 
goods by advertising them as unfair 
and generally interfering with their 
business, The company asks damages 
ef 35,000 from each of the defendants, 
$10,008 from the unions collectively and 
an injunction to restrain the defen- 
Gants from further interfering. The 
case is being tried at the Assizes be- 
fore Justice Anglin and a special jury. 

W. H. Carrick, general manager for 
the "Gurney Ce. swore yesterday af- 
ternoon that the unions have so inter- 
fered with their business in St, Cath- 
arines that whereas in 1901 they had a 
trade of over $4,000 last year, they did 
business ameunting to enly $816. 

P. O’Gorman, secretary of the Plumb- 
ers’ and Steamftters Union, and one of 
the defendants, admitted writing let- 
ters to the Gurney agents here warn- 
ing them that they had better handle 
“fair goods. He also wrote to various 
city architeets under instructions from 
his union asking them not to recom- 
.| Mend Gurney furnaces, i 
* The architects in question testified 
that to save trouble they had obeyed 
the unfons and ceased recemmending 
Gumey goods. 

C. H, Hoople, a master plumber, had 
been agent for the Gumey Foundry, 
but the unfons would not let him 
handle the goods. His men would not 
work on them, as they had been’ warn- 
ed by their union that if they did they 
would be fired. Hoople had to throw 
up several good contracts for Gumey 
furnaces. He wanted the union to let 
him go on and put in a Gurney furnace 
for a man named Welstead who had 
ordered it, but the union would not con- 
sent and offered to pay him anything 
he was out on the contract if he threw 
it up. Hoople was finally put on the 
unfair lst himnelf. He had a con- 
Yeraation one day with one of the de- 
fendants named Day, and Day had told 
him that if he went against the untonx 
he “would be sent against the wall in 
® hurry.” 

Justicn.Anglin was presented with a 
pair of white gloves, there being no 
criminal business at tho Aasizes.

This ls supposed to have been the 
kind that wus taken to Spain, Eng- 
land and other countries about 1624, 
from which what ure known us the 
Cambridge and Norfolk turkey in 
| Englund have been bred. The Hon- 
duras or Central American variety, 
known ax the “ocellated™ turkey, is 
the fairest-feathered of them all, 
having a bronze-green ground color, 
banded with gold-bronze, brilliant 
black, blue and red, the commingling 
of thes: rich colors producing a won- 
derful effect. This variety is distin- 
Euished by the absence of the plume 
of hair’on the breast, and moreover, 
they have never been domesticated 
out of their native heath. Although 
many attempts have been made to 
breed them here and in other coun- 
tries, and to cruss them with dumes- 
tic varieties, no results ‘have ‘been 
cbtained; however, in| their native 
country they have been successfully 
bred with other varieties.

The Narragan- 
rett, another esteemed varicty, has 
the color of plumage that would nat- 
urally come from the Moxican wild | 
variety, clther pure or cross-bred 
with the domesticated kinds. Roth 
of these havo had tho favor of those 
who grow turkeys largely for mar- 
ket, as they are of about! equal size 
and equally desirable, but continued * 
publicity has gained for the Bronze | 
varicty such general favor as almost’ 
to push others out of sight. { 
There are known in this peontee| 
six varictics of “standard-bred” tur- 
keys—the Bronzo, Narragansett, Buff, 
Slate, ‘White and Black. Of these, the 
‘Bronze are of American origin, and !

The White, or as it is called in this 
country, the White Holland turkey, 
in thouxht to have orhginally come 
as a sport or «ulbing from other 
Varietles—parhapa the Rack.  For- 
merly there were classed as delicate 
and. undesirable for general use, and 
asx they were quite small, they were 
only kept for exhibition  purpows. 
These conditions - have, however, 
changed, and the white speelmens de- 
rived from the Bronze and Narrag- 
antett have been crossed owith the 
Whites, with highly satisfactory 1e- 
sults, This, however, Involved the 
dimudVantage of dark-colored shanks, 
but even this has disappeared to 2 
treat extent, and it & not unusual 
at Yrerent to see pure white turkeys 
with: pink shanks that will turn the 
veales at over 30 pounds live we'lght 
for- adult males end females in pro- 
portion. . 

The Biack turkey has gained in 
size and popularity ax the result of 
crowes made with the Bronze, fol- 
lowed by a judiclous selection of the 
tent, the color of which should be 
lustrous black throuyhout, and be 
sides they have the reputation of 
dressing for market better finished 
at un earlier age than will the larger 
varieties, Both these and the Whites 
have gained in favor With rowerkin 
the past few seasons, while some of 
the Rhode Island growers. have turn 
ed their attention almost exclusively 
to’ the white varlety.

DOMESTIC ECONOMY, 
Grandmother's Cakes and Pies. 


gndjian Cake. — Two cupfuls of In- 
dian meal, one tabjespuontul ef | myu- 
lasses, two cupluls of milk, a little 
asait, a handful of flour, and a Kutle 
soda; imix thin, pour into a buttered 
pan, and bake half an hour, 

Nut Cakes. — One pound of flour, 
Pne-quarter of a pound of butter, 
same of sugar, five egus, anid spice 
lo taste. 

Seed Cakes. — One cupful of butter, 
two cupluls of sugar rubbed — inte 
four cupfuls of flour; mix with milk 
herd enough to roll. Hall a teaspoon- 
ful of soda, and seeds to taste. 

Sponge Cake. — Silt together one 
pound of fiour and‘one pound of su- 
war: beat fen eggs very light, mix 
them well with the sugar, then add 
the juice of one lemon and the sifted 
(lour. 

Loaf Cake. — Two pounds of flour, 
half a pound of sugar, quarter of a 
pound of butter, three eggs, ono gill 
of milk, one-half teacupful of yeast; 
cloves and nutineg for spice. 

Pound Cake. — Onc pound of flour, 
one pound of sugar, one pound of but- 
ter, ten eggs, rose water und nut- 


eee. 

Wedding Cake. — Four pounds of 
flour, three pounds of butter, three 
pounds of sugar, four pounds of cur- 
rants, two of rajsins, two pounds of 
8&5, ope ounce of mace, and three 
nutmegs. A little molasses improves 
it. Bako about three hours, 

Paste for Pics. — Rub into one 
pound and a half of flour halfa pound 
of butter: wet it well with cold 
waler—eulficient ta make a stiff 
paste; work it well, and roll jt out 
two or three times. : 

Cream Crust. — This is the most 
healthful pia crust that is made, Take 
cream, sour or sweet, add salt, and 
stir in enough flour te make it stiff. 
If the cream is sour, add soda in pro- 
portion of one teaspoonful to a pint; 
if sweet, use very little soda. Mold 
us littlo as possible.

White Almond. — Simmer a shank 
of veal in five quarts of cold water 
until the liquor is reduced to four 
quarts, Pat one carrot, one onion, 
one bunch of colery and two cloves 
into a bag, and put them into the 
soup kettle with the vea]. Boil half 
an hour, or until the flavor is ex- 
tracted. Set aside until the next day, 
when it will be jelliced, When ready 
to serve, put the jelly in the soup 
Lettle, und add two ounces of blanch- 
ed almonds chopped fine, und half a 
pint of sweet cregm. Season to taate, 
cook a few minttes, und serve at 
onze. 

. Clam. — Put thirty ¢lams in a pot, 
add four quarts of water, Let them 
scald two hours, and then take them 
out and chop fine: return them to 
the pot, and add a litthe mace and 
a few peppercorns. Boil an hour fong- 
er Rub smoothly together a piece of 
butter the size of an egg and two 
tablespoonfuls of flour; stir this in- 
to.a pint of boiling milk. Then stir 
this into the clam soup, covok a few 
minutes, and pour into a heated tu- 
teen.

In the House of Commons on Wed- 
neaday last, Mr. W. H. Bonnett, M.P. 
for East Simcoo, touched upon a ques.

Tunning rights over the Canada At- 
lantio from Ottawa to Parry Sound. 
The latter distance is 263 miles, while 
the distance from Peterboro to Mid- 
land is only 100 miles, 

The House went into committce on 
the bill respecting the Grand Trunk 
Hailway of Canada. Hon. Mr.° Em- 
merson, tho Minister of Railways and 
Canals, said: There will appear on 
the order paper to-morrow, a bill to 
amend tho General Railway Act, and 
enable the Government to take run- 
ning rights over the Canada Atlantic 
from Parry Sound to Cotvau—jn fact 
over the lines controlled by the Can- 
ada Atlantic to-day, and known as 
the Canada Atluntic system, and also 
over the Grand Trunk Rajlway from 
Coteau to its terminus at Montreal. 
The compensation ix ta be fixed by 
the Rajiway Commission and also the 
regulations for running the Inter. 
colonial Rajlway trains, It is pro- 
posed that the rates vetween Mon- 
tregl and Varry Sound will vc sub.

on ¢t Montreal. In terminals 
the Grand Trunk has several towns 
on the Georgian Bay which are fed 
by the @rajin trade, namely Meaford, 
Collingwood and Midland, and lines 
running through those points carry 

to Veterboro and thence on 
to the main line of the Grand Trunk. 
Now, the minister has not atated, and 
of course it is not fair that the House 
should expect him to state, what re- 
muncration or profit he expecta will 
be paid by the Government for run.

That mileage wlll bo 263 miles and 
a Jarge amount of money would havo 
of. necessity to be expended In that 
behalf. If the Government—and. 1 
am only throwing thls out at the 
present time as u suggestion for their 
consideratlun — would require run- 
ning rights over the branch of the 
Grand Trunk Railway from Midland 
to. Pgterboro they would then 
have to pay 2 portion of the cost 
of improvims that road. The mileage 
of that road, I think, ls somewhere 
near 100 miles, so that only 100 miles 
of railway would havo to be improved 
atl the cost of the Crand Trunk and 
the Dominion, as against .203 miles 
from Parry Sound to Ottawa. Let 
me point this out to the hen. Min- 
istor of Rallways and Canals that 
between Ottawa and Parry Sound 
thero is jractically an unbroken 
wuste of country. There is not a 
town on the wholv system, although 
there are villages of considerable im- 
portance, whereas, bctween Midland 
and Peterboro there are large 
tuwns! There are the towsts of Cr- 
iia, Peterburo and Lindmy, all 
towns dving a lurge amount of busl- 
ress and there are also numerous 
villages to which I need not partic- 
ularly refer. If it 's going to te the 
policy of the Government to pay to 
the Grand Trunk Raiiway Company, 
and they must of necessity pay to 
the Grand Trunk ittilway Company 
u large sum of money in this connes- 
ticn, It meuns that Canada is going 
to assist to the extent, of improving 
26%, miles of railway which is ‘not to- 
day up to the same standard of ex- 
celience ax the line between — Pet- 
erboro and Midland, and which is 
170 odd miles longer. Whether the 
Canada Atlantic Rallway or the 
Midland division is utilized, the Grand 
Trunk will be benefitted, but the Cn- 
nadian Pacific Railway will have a 
more beneficial interest in the Gov- 
ernment adopting the Midland divi- 
sion because instead of carrying grain 
from Owen Sound tv Torontu and 
from Toronte to Peterboro, wu dis 
tance of some 225 miles, they will ear- 
ry it by the short haul from Midland 
to Peterboro and then strike their 
main Jine at that point.

The man Mack, mentioned above, 
was, about 20 years ago, one of the 
principals in a tragedy which took 
place in this city, which was thus 
reported in The Intelligencer: 

Ths afternoon between 1.30 and 2 
o'clock a horrible tragedy was en- 
acted on KRidicy street, just south of 
the overhead bridge over the Grand 
Yrunk Rasiway track, on the Madoc 
road, 

Ihe tragedy grew out of a family 
foud between the families of — Win, 
Mack, « small corner ywroor, und 
John Ventiiad, an old pensjoner. The

‘This morning Ventiand 
charged Mack wv.th having assautted 
tim alter having put bim under 
bonds. The Magistrate, J. J. 1. Punt, 
heard the evidence of the case, and 
toncluding that thero was no assault, 
dismissed the case, 

Pentland was angered and on leav- 
ing the police court room swore he 
would have vengeance, and, although 
he was known to be vindictive, noth- 
ing was thought of his utterances at 
the time. 

About ftso o'clock, as Mr. and Mrs. 
Mack were seated in thyir small gro- 
cery on the corner? Pentland ap- 
proached and deliberately fired a shot 
trom a revolver at Mrs. Mack. She 
sereaimd and started to run across 
the road. Pentland fired a second 
shot as she fled. The ball, a 32-cali- 
bre one, struck her in the back, be- 
tween the shoulder blades, on the 
left side. {t took an upward course 


and came out at tho lett breast, di-. 


rectly above the heart. She was as- 
sisted to Mrs. McCaffrey'a house by 
neighbors, who by this time had be- 
como alarmed at the continued firing.

Dealing with the finances of the 
year, Mr. Chamberiain estimated the ex- 
penditure for 1905-6 at $705,140,000, and 
the revenue on the existing basis of 
taxation at $720,020,000, leaving a sur- 
plus of $14,860,000. The surplus at his 
disposal frem last year, Mr. Chamber 
lain sald, was small, but he had no 
doubt regarding what had the first 
claim on the country’s resources. 

The first thing to do was to restore 
the national credit. He Proposed that 
$5,000,000 should be added te the fixed 
debt charge to create a sinking fund for 
$59,000,000 in treasury bond« falling 
due in December, and which he pro- 
posed to re-issue as new bonds for ten 
years, with the condition that one-tenth 
be drawn and repald each year. This 
disposed of $5,000,000 of his surplus. 

Contribution From Transvaal. 

Incidentally the Chancellor of © the 
Exchequer sald he hoped that the first 
instalment ef the $150,000,000 of the 
war contribution promised bP the 
Transvaal would be available In 1906. 
In the meanwhile repayments from the 
Transvaal on account of rallroad works 
and sales of stores, together with the 
sinking fund at the Government's dis- 
posal, would wipe out $20,000,000 of the 
treasury bonds out of the $74,000,000 
due in December. He had already stat- 
ed how he proposed to deal with the 
remaining $50,660,000. 4 

Cannot Help Inceme Taxpayer, 

The new recommendation of the 
Chancellor ef the Exchequer were dis- 
missed In a few words. Mr, Chamber. 
lain regretted he was unable to relieve 
the income taxpayer as the cost of re- 
ducing the tax by two cents would be 
311,100,008, and he had not the neces- 
sary money. He preposed to take off 
July 1 the extra duty of four cents per 
pound put on tea last year, which would 
absorb $7,750,000; to clear away the 
remainder of the customs warehousing 
charges, which were an annoyance to 
traders without substantially increas- 
Ing the revenue, and to abolish certain 
small stamp duties, leaving $2,110,000 
to meet contingencies. 

Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman, the 
Liberal leader in the House, congratu- 
lated Mr. Chamberlain on the clearncss 
of his statement and his provisions. in 
tegard to the national debt, 

Balfour Called Wrecker. 

London, April 11.—Premier Balfour 
came in for considerable criticilum at 
the first banquet of the Unionist Freo 
Trade Club held last night at the Cecll 
Hotel, when the Duke of Devonshire 
Proposed success to the cause of free 
trade. 

He blamed the Premier for:not mak- 
ing any direct statement of his policy. 
The only objec: of Mr. Chamberlain's 
with which he could sympathize was 
that to strengthen the bonds of the 
Empire. He feared, however, the ef- 
fect would be the -roverse. . 

Viscount Goschen denounced Mr. Bal- 
four’s policy of evasion with regard to 
the fiscal question in the. House of 
Commons They might blame the lead- 
er who wrecked his party, but still 
greater condemnation would be passed 
on the leader who wrecked the reputa- 
tlon- of the House of Commons.

Lord Balfour ef Burleigh Says Ap- 
proval of, the People of Great Bri- 
tain. Should Be Secured Before Be- 
ginning Negotiations With the Col- 
onles—Lord Lansdowne Makes Ex- 
planation Satisfactorily. 


London, ‘April 12.—In the House of 
Lords yesterday the proposition to hold 
a Colonial fiscal conference in 1906 was 
lengthily discussed on the nition of 
Lord Balfour of Burleigh (Conserva- 
tive), asking the Government to ex- 
plain candidly the conditions under 
which the conference would be sum- 
moned, what Colonics would be repre- 
sented and how far the decisions would 
be held binding upon the Government 
and the United Kingdom, 

Lord Balfour of Burleigh said the 

whole question was vital He accuscd 
Premier Balfour. of lack of candor and 
satd the constituencies, before they 
were appealed to for sanction to hold 
the conference, should have the fullest 
information. *He added that the whole 
fiscal controversy had been pushed 
and manocuvred by those favoring the 
preferential taxation of food. Before 
beginning to negotiate with the colonies 
the approval of the country should be 
Arst secured. 
"The Duke of Mariborough (Under 
Secretary for the Colonies), in behalf 
of the Government, opposed the motion. 
He sald the Premier had already plain. 
ly outlined the policy of the Govern- 
ment in this matter, and if the Gov- 
¢rmment remained in office or was re- 
turned by a general election prior to 
1906. a colonial conference would be 
called and it would be attended by the 
representatives of the self-governing 
Colontes and India, 

He could not say !f the Crown Col- 
onles would be gepresented. No de- 
cision of the conference would be held 
binding untl! approved by the people 
of the United Kingdom at a general 
election, and by the Parliaments of 
the Governments represen’«:1,

have the effect of materially incre asing 
the price of food or restricting the sup- 
ply of raw material, but any altempt 
to tamper the conference by minute in- 
structions could only lead to very un- 
dignified and unfrultful discussion,

Too deop 
plowing will dry out the surface soil 
to a greater depth than is advisable, 
and by breaking connection with the 
sub-soil will probably deprive the 
young crops of needed moisture. 

45) The roller should be used with 
care and judgment; otherwise the 
Inbor will Le wasted, or worse still, 
harm will be done. If the seed bed 
in jumpy, the luwps may bo broken 
by rolling soon alter a shower when 
they have been softened by the 
moisture. If the seed bed is dry, the 
roller may be used tu advuntage. It 
compacts the surface soil and there- 
by enables the moisture from below 
to rise to the wurface and thus hast- 
ens germination of seed. Ip both 
these instances the roller should be 
followed with the hurrow, if possi- 
ble, in order to loosen the surface 
and prevent loss of moisture. It 
should be borne in inlud in wll spring 
tillage that the capilliary movement 
of water is much more rapid through 
moist soll thun through dry soil, and 
that compact soil will raise water to 
a much greator height than will 
Joore soil. If it is desired, there- 
fore, to bring the water to the sur- 
face, as im the case of a dry seed 
bed, the soil should bo compacted by 
sone such implement as the roller. 
If, however, as is usually the cape, 
it ks desired to check the upward 
movement of the water, then the 
soil should be loosened and allowed 
to dry out, so that the loose dry 
surface may check the upward rise 
of water and prevent consequent loss. 
If clover weed or other small seed is 
vown, the roller is frequently nec- 
essary, unless the see bed is very 
fine. In ths instanoc the roller 
terves to pack the soil close about 
tho sinall seeds, and to bring them 
in contact with sufficient moisture 
to’ enable them to germinate. 

(G) If rains have occurred after 
tecding, or if it has not been pos- 
tible to looson the surface soll after 
rolling, before tho crop shows 
through the ground, then the harrow 
may be used with advantage after 
thei crop has started. ‘With cereals, 
corn, or potatoes, the harrow will do 
mo‘. harm to the crop, will kill small 
weeds that have germinated, and 
will‘further serve to establish a 
mulch, and thus conserve the valu- 
able moisture for the later uses of 
thei crop.

Gastric and Nervous Vertigo, 

The most common forms of vertigo 
are the gastric and the nervous.. Gas- 
tric vertigo is sometimes induced by a 
very slight disorder of the stomach. 
The patient may feel a sudden swim- 
ming at the head; objects may seem to 
revolve; be totters and perbaps falls. 
There may be nausea, faintness, head- 
ache, visual hallucinations and buzz- 
ing in the ears, but there is no deaf- 
ness nor any danger of a loss of con- 
sciousness, Gastric vertigo is cured 
by treatment directed to the cause, 

Nervous vertigo may come from 
nervous exhaustion resulliug from va- 
rious causes—intellectual strain or an 
immoderate use of tobacco, alcohol or 
tea. The symptoms are much the same 
as in gastric vertigo. They are felt 
strongly in an elevated position—by 
the preacher in the pulpit or the speak- 
er on the platform. As in gastric ver- 
tigo, the treatment must be directed 
to the cause. But patients need not 
fear an attack of paralysis or of apo- 
plexy. 


Lampe Used Before Candies, 

Lamps were used before candles. 
They date back almost as far as his- 
tory goes and were common in ancient 
Egypt, China, Assyria, Greece and 
Rome. Lamp, from the Greck lampas, 
a torch, and candle, from kandecl, the 
Egyptian word for 2 common lamp, 
originally meant the same thing, and 
the Mosale candlestick beld ol] lamps, 
not candies, as we now use the word. 

Man early Improved on the torches 
of the Homeric age and caught the 
idea of obtaining light from porous 
fiber soaked in animal or vegetable 
olls, Lamps of brass, bronze and stone 
have been-found in the pyramids and 
in ancient Indian temples, and com- 
mon terra cotta ones were in general 
use for domestic purposes in Greece in 
the fourth century B.C. The earliest 
candles we hear of were those of the 
ancient Romans made of rushes coated 
with fat or wax.

: The “Spit" Ball. 

That elusive and erratle delivery, 
the spit ball yet an unexplain- 
ed mystery of pitching skill to many 
stucents of baveball progress. Local 
twirlers will be interested in the des- 
cription: of the xpit ball and the me- 
thod of its delivers by Mavager John 
Mdiraw, of the Giants: 

“‘the spit ball, which is Vrobably 
the most deceptive bali that a batter 
ever struck at, is thrown ut medium 
speed. If thrown fast it loses tx ef- 
fect, It must be carefully judged;for 
if Jt is toa slow it will break too soon 
an® probabiy bit the ground before it 
Teaches the catcher. 

“To throw a spit bail, wet the first 
nwvlorecand fingers su the ball will 
“ip away, instead of rofling away. 
‘With the latter movement the curve 
is sharp, but with the former it ix 
tore than sudden, and is sometimes 
startling. Ic will be found difficult at 
first to control the bali, and ithe be- 
«immer |x apt to Le discouraged be-, 
cave of his wild throws. 

“Pear in mind one thas: In ordi- 
nary aul curve pitching the -ball 
leaves the thuml first and the fing- 
ers last. With the spit ball this) ix 
reversed and the thumb is made to 
control the bali instead of the fing- 
ers. The wetting of the two fngers 
is only for the purpose of allowing 
the ball to slip away from them ea« 
ily, very BPttle rotary motion is im- 
parted to the spit: tall. It comes up 
dizl andl slow, aud the batter can al- 
most tee the seams. 

“Unlike an ordinary curve ball the 
pitcher cannot be certaln of the side 
direction, the ball will take as it 
breaks downward. The perfect spit 
ball drops from a batter's hips to 
his knecs in a foruurd movement of 
perhaps two fect. 

“The side breaks are determined by 
the manner in which the ball leaves 
the pitcher's band. If the hand ts 
turned with the arm- facing down and 
to one side the break at the plate 
will be different than if the ball left 
the hand with the palm not turned 
over so far. Thero are a great’ many 
angles from which to deliver the ball 
and different arm motions, but they 
must be xtudied out.”

London, April 13.—The correspondent 
at Labuan, off the notthwest coast of 
Borneo, of The Dally Mail says reports 
are current there that large fieets have 
been sighted south of Borneo, 

Passed Seven Battleships. 

Singapore, Straits Settlements, April 
13.—Tho armored British cruiser Sut- 
leJ has arrived here from Hong Kong. 
She reports having passed the Russian 
second Pacific aquadron, Including sev- 
en battleships, steaming north, at day- 
light, April 11. 

Fake Report of Battle. 

St. Petersburg, April 13—The Ad- 
miralty has no information in regard 
to the alleged naval battle in progress 
off the Anambas Islands (as reported 
in newspapers of Amsterdam and Hol- 
land from Batavia), does not credit the 
possibility of a general naval battle 
yet. 

The officials concede, however, that 
the Japanese may have attempted a 
torpedo boat attack on a convoy during 
the night. 

All Passed Singapore. 

London, April 13—The Associated 
Press is able to confirm absolutely the 
statement that the Russian battleships 
Passed Singapore golng eastward on 
April 8, so that all of Vice-Adminil Ro- 
Jestvensky’s squadron are accounted 
for. It ix presumed that the battle 
ships passed farther out to sea than 
‘ho rest of the squadron. 

“No Turning Back.” 

New York, April 13.—A St Peters- 
burg despatch to The Times says: A 
despatch received, stating that Ro- 
jestvensky’s fleet {s not disunited, 
¢vokes the greatest satisfaction at the 
Admiralty, where the reports that the 
dattleships were separated from the 
cruisers caused anxicty. 

Tt ts thofight that Rofestvensky will 
coal in the Dutch territorial waters of 
Northern Sumatra, and will await Ad- 
miral Nebogatoff, who is due in about 
ten days, but who may be delayed by 
heavy weather. 

A letter from an officer of the battle- 
ship Knlas Suvaroff says: “We are all 
resolved to sacrifice ourselves for the 
fatherland. We are determined to die. 
There will be no turning back.” 

German Collier Held, 

Singapore, Straits Settlements, April 
13.—The German collier Hindoo, now 
at this port, loaded with!4.200 tons of 
Cardiff coal for the Island of Tanjong. 
East of’ Banka Island, and between 
Borneo and Sumatra, has been refused 
clearance papers for Salgon unless her 


commander gives bonda to deliver her 
cargo through the British consul there. 
A guard has been placed on board the 
steamer.

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Queen's Professor Dead. 

Toronto, April 13.—Dr. John Herld, 
Professor of materia medicac and thera- 
peuiies at Queena University, King- 
ston, died at the General Hospital yes- 
terday, aged 50 years. Dr. Herald was 
a nitive of Aberdeen, Scotland, | but 
was cducated at Queen's, graduating 
sin 1876, and receiving the degree of 
M.A. in 1880. Four years later he grad- 
uated in medicine and was appoinicd 
to the staff. He had been on the board 
of governors for some years and In 
1894 was elected Mayor of Kingston. 
He married Miss Grafton, of Dundas, 
and interment will take place there. 


Death of Aged Minister. 

Frankford, April 13.—There died at 
Frankford yesterday morning of heart 
failure Rey. S. F. Depew, a superan- 
nugted Methodist minister, for elght 
years, and tvho was 43 years in the 
ministry. He was $1 years old, and 
leaves a widow and three sons. The 
remains will be taken to Hamilton for 
burial. *

London, April 14,.—The half-yearly 
meeting of the Grand Trunk Rallivay 
took piacé yisterday. Sir Charles Riv- 
ere Wilson, the president, stated that 
the company Were deteiinined to fight 
uny attempt of the Province of On- 
tario to Increase the faxes of the com- 
pany, and sald he thought It a moat 
unfalr treatment on the part of On- 
{ario, as the G. T. R. had done 80 
much for the Province, 

During the discussion ‘at the conclu- 
sion of the chalrman’s address a share- 
holder asked what route the G. T. P. 
Mould take over the Rocky Mountains, 

Sir. Charles Rivers-Wilson replied 
that there were many who would Ike 
to know that, and Mr. Hays, the gen- 
eral manager, when traveling about to 
pick out a route, wax followed by a 
company of promoters and others anx- 
lous to learn the route, 

No $2,000,000 of Claims Paid. 

Another shareholder drew attention 
to the statement contained in Canadian 
newspapers. which sald ‘that Mr. Pul- 
len. an officer of the G. T. Ry, had 
ytated that over two million dollars 
had been patd out in claims during the

said dhe siatement. had appeared in 
an obscure newspaper, a railway news 
and commercial travelers’ newspaper, 
which he (Wilson) had never heard of.

One man who 
had insulted some of the Ronins while 
they were drunk and dissolute, seeing 
bow the true state of the case, ap- 
peared at the tomb and disemboweled 
himself as 2 mark of his sorrow at his 
mistake and of his respect for their 
memoriés, 

The writer of the story tells of a visit 
to the graves of the Ronis. Incidental- 
ly be mentions that just before his ar+ 
tival there another Japancse, as a testi- 
mony to the faithfulness of these dis- 
interested and noble servants, had been 
Aisemboweling himself at the graves, 
and the scene of his death struggled 
and the blood on the soll were pointed

1001, there were 11,893 Inhabitants in 
Greenland, an Increase of 1,377 slac¢ 
1890. ._ This increase includes 441 Ee 
kimos discovered by Captain Holm in 
1804. The actual Increase was there 
fore 936, or 8.9 per cent. The Euro 
pean population of Greenland In 1901 
Was 272; in 1890 It was 309. The lar’ 
Sest villages are Sykkertoppen, with 
382, and Jullanshaab, with 393 inhab- 
Itants, The east. Greenlanders are of 
pure Eskimo blood. The remainder of 
the population is greatly mixed. The 
birth and death rates vary greatly 
from year to year. 

Consumption claims 31 per cent in 
the north and 23 per cent In the south. 
About 13 per cent of the deaths are 
from accidental causes, chiefly drown- 
ing. In 1901 about 84 per cent of the 
population sustained themselves by. 
seal catching, fishing and hunting. 
The remainder are connected with the 
’ administration, missions and trades.

THE 84ND OF RONINS. - 
A Gory Stery to Prove the Loyalty of 
Japanese Servants, 

‘The other day I found amid a great 
wealth of old theological material, now. 
dead, a curious little book printed in 
Tokyo in 1892 called “The Story of the 
Forty-seven Ronins” and purchased it 
at once for the love of the covers. The 
Ronins seemed to have been the serv- 
ants of some noble of Japan who had 
been killed at the hands af’ another 
Japanese lord, and it had become their 
duty as faithful servants to kill their 
master’s enemy. ‘The way they went 

about it was the story. 

Of. course the party of the second 
part was not anxious to be killed and. 
took erery precaution. The forty-sev- 
en, knowing what he would do, took to 
Grink and dissipation. They apparent- 
ly gave up all purpose of revenge. They 
of Tokyo or playing at’blindman’s buff 
with geisha girls, Some of them even 
quarreled with their wives and divorce. 
ed them. The noble Jord, hearing 
through his spies what the Ronins. 
were doing, settled down into fancied 
security and heared a sigh of relicf 





| This was what the Ronins wanted. 


When a spy reported to them this state 
of affairs, they immediately prepared 
for action. One night they broke into’ 
the noble lord's palace, killed his 
guards and servants and appeared be- 
fore him in his own apartments. Pros- 
trating themselves, they said: 

“We would beg your honorable lord- 
ship to commit barakiri.” 

When the honorable one could not see 
his way clear to this course, they kill- 
ed him, took his head to their former 
master’s tomb and offered it to him, 
with thelr regards, ; 

But the shogun's officers of the law, 
bearing what had been done, now ap- 
peared on the scene and Informed the 
forty-seven Ronins that, the law hay- 
ing been violated by the tumult, they 


‘were requested to commit harakirl. 
, The forty-seven, secing the justice of 
, the request, immediately disemboweled 


themselves and so honorably died. The 
tomba of these noble and faithful men 
at once became renowed and were visit- 
ed by many pilgrims. One man who 
bad insulted some of the Ronins. while 
they were drunk and dissolute, seeing 
now the true state of the case, ap- 
peared at the tomb and disemboweled 
himself as a mark of his sorrow at his 
mistake and of his respect for their 
memories. = s 

The writer of the story tells of a visit 
to the graves of the Ronins. Incidental- 
ly be mentionag that just before his ar 
rival there another Japanese, as a testi- 
mony to the faithfulness of these dis- 
interested and noble servants, bad been 
disemboweling himself at the graves, 
and the scene of bis death- struggled 
and the blood on the soll were pointed 
out by admiring natives. ;:

India. His pension, if I remember 
rightly, was Is 2d a day. Since leay- 
ing the army he had cared a living as 
& timekeeper In Yorkshire. But the frm 
went Into Nquidation, and! since then 
the luck had been against him in get- 
ting permanent employment, Having 
had no work for seventeen weeks, he 
had exhausted his savings. Seeing no 
Prospect of work in England, and his 
pension being insufficient to keep his 
family alive, he had sold up his home, 
and was landing in Canada with £3 
¢cash—and a family of twelve, to whom 
only two would be able to support 
themselves! He had a letter of intro- 
duction, but no work to go to. He 
showed me his discharge and testimon- 
jal. He was a splendid fellow, of fine 
moral courage, 

“Another man was taking out a fam- 
ily of ten children, another of seven, 
another of six, another of five, and each’ 
of these men had been out of work for 
weeks and weeks. They were bona fide 
workingmen—men of self-evident char- 
acter, whd were leaving England for the 
sole reason that England did not yield 
them work outside the Prison or the 
poorhouse, 

“Several men had left their wives and 
familles behind them in England, hav- 
ing got the passage money somehow. 
How these wives and families will live 
if the men fall to get—or to remit— 
money for thelr support ts a Question 
that must be answered by private or 
Public charity. Of the single men, the 
majority had left the country solely be- 
cause they had fallen out of work and 
could not get other employment. 

“One typical case was that of @ brick- 
layer—a young trade unionist, earning, 
when he could get it, 101-24 Per hour 
{n London. He told me there Were 8.000 
bricklayers on the out-of-work books 
of his soctety. Year in and year out his 
Wages averaged, he sald, about 289 Der 
Week, He had eamed nothing for six 
weeks, and he had ‘chucked It" In dis- 
Rust at the poor Prospect his trade of- 
fered him in London. He was an in- 
telligent and well-educated man, who 
had studied the higher mysteries of his 
calling at the Polytechnic. But I might 
cite case after case. The burden of all 
would be the lack of work in England, 
the impoxsibility of eaming a subsist.

matter bow tainted it may have be- 
tome before or after shipment to the 
factory, it is never so bad that it 
cannot be made into some com 
which the manufacturer deoms to 
be eaten by some class of America’s 
population. 

“In selecting the material for the 
best grades of canned fruits, it is 
necessary for the employcs to remove 
the peocla and cores of the various 
fruits and also all the , docomposel 
and worm-caten spots. These peels 
and cores and worm-caten spots— 
worms included—together with all the 
spoiled fruit of apples, pears, peachos, 
and every other kind, are dumped to- 
getber and made into a general pulp. 
From this pulp, made of the refuse of 
all kinds of fruits, is turned out a 
tnarveljous variety of different brands 
of highly colored and tempting-look- 
ing bottled and canned goods, From 
this same pulp-conglomeration — is 
made “pure apple jelly,” “pure cur- 
rant jelly," alleged plum and quince 
Jellies and jams, apple butter, and 
no end of different kinds of preserves 
and pie material. It makes little dif- 
ference as to the appearance and 
taste of the pulp or principal ingre- 
dient.

A LIBRARY COMMISSION. 


—_—— 
The Ontario Library Association 
will mect in Toronto next week. Tho 
object of the gathering is to “pro- 
mote the library movement by asti- 
mulating public’ interest Jn founding 
and jmproving this means for the 
apread of knowledge, by co-operating 
in the securing of legislation and gen- 
erally by exchanging views and re- 
tommendations to advance the com- 
mon interests of librarians,’ trustecs 
and others engaged in allied educa- 
tional work. 

One of the objects for which the 
association is working is the Institu- 
tion of a library commiasion of five 
or aix members composed of public. 
spirited men who are enthusiasia on 
the library question and who will 
serto without salary. The functions 
of such a commixsion would be to 
promote the establishment of jib- 
rarjes: to superviee the character of 
tho books with whieb public librarles 
aro stocked; and to belp librarians 
to adminiater their libraries to the 
greatest advantage to tho public. 
The more detailed duties propossd for 
the commission would be to encourage 
the establishment of “travelling” 
Libraries in the smaller towns, that 
is, the reciprocal transfer of booka 
from one centre to another where 
the funds are not available for re- 
newing. the atock to keep pace with 
the consumption of the reading pub- 
lic, to advise on the purchase of 
books and supply list» periodically of 
books recommended for purchase. In 
addition to this the sctretary of the 
tommission would be an expert to 
whom library beards could apply for 
eapert advice om any points which 
might arise or in connectlon with 
Utfieulties which might need exper- 
ence and a thorough knowledge of 
the best Library methods to solve. 

Among those expected to be pre. 
sent at the meciing and take part in 
its deliborations is Mr, Mcivil Dewey, 
Director of the New York State Lib- 
rary, who is recognized as a ieading 
authotity on the requisites of a 
good library, Mr. Dewey says, “Ex- 
perience has proved over and over 
that building and books amount to 
little unless 9 competent Lbrarian 
has the thing in’ charge. it ix tike 
having 4 ereat organ with a bundred 
stops and pedals and putting it in 
charge of a novices who can play 
nothing better than a melodcon. The 
most common mistake in the lhbrary 
world is the effort to get satiefac- 
tory results ovt of buildings, — en- 
dowments and books without the hu. 
man soul behind, which vitallzes It 
all. Nothing you can do will so ad. 
vance library interests in your state 
as to impress upon the public that 
the librarian holds the same place 
that the teacber docs in the school. 
No magnificence of building or ela. 
borate curriculum with books, app- 
ratus and grounds, will give a good 
education. But an ideal teocher can 
accomplish wonderful results even 
when handicapped by Jack of all these 
valuable accessories. I hope your en- 
quiry means that you are entering 
on a campaign of education to make 
people understand the truth ‘as to 
this great necessity of thoroughly 
trained librarians.”

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UNFINIGHED mons 


Authors’ Tales They Left Unteld— 
Many Great Writers Stricken by 
Death Left Unfinished MSS. 


The recent appearance of an unfin- 
ished novel by Lord Beaconsfield re- 
minds one of many another writer of 
fiction who was engaged in writing a 
story when death came to arrest the 
hahd and to still the bury brain; but 
it fs only In few cases that these pathe- 
tic fragments have been allowed to sce 
the light.. And one canaot help thinking 
that if their authors could have any 
volce in the matter they would shrink 
from permit%ng them to go forth te 
the world incomplete. 

When Helen Jackson realized that in 
the race between her last novel and 
Geath the latter would win, she deter- 
mined that if her story was to be com- 
pleted by another It should be on her 
own lines. This is the brave and pathe- 
tie letter she wrote to her publisher 
from her bed of sickness: “I am sotry 
I cannot finish ‘Zeph” Perhaps it is 
not worth publishing tn Its unfinished 
state, as the chief lesson for which 1 
wrote it was to be forcibly told at the 
end. 1 suppose there will be some in- 
terest In, it as the last thing I wrote. 
I will'make a short outline of the plot 
of the story.” 

Dickens’ Sudden Call. 

When death came to Charles Dick- 
ens with such tragic suddenness at 
Gadshill on the 8th of June, 1870, he 
was In the middle of “The Mystery of 
Edwin Drood,” the first chapters of 
which had appeared in serial form but 
two months earlier. How the story. 
would have proceeded had he been 
spared to finish it must always remain 
a@ subject for speculation. His friend 
and biographer, John Foster, made a 
painstaking effort to supply the con- 
clusion; but it must always be a mat- 
ter for regret that the hand of the mas- 
ter was not allowed to finish his last 
work. 

It is a remarkable thing that five 
years carlier, almost to a day—it was 
on June 9th, 1865—Dickens narrowly 
escaped a violent death in an accident 
on the South-eastern Rallway. This 
tragio experience long haunted him; 
and some time later, on finishing “Our 
Mutual Friend,” he wrote: “I remem- 
ber with devout thankfulness that ~ 
can never be much nearer parting 
within my friends for ever than I was 
then, until there shall be written 
|,aeainst my life the two words with 
which I have this day closed this book— 
The End.” 

Thackeray's Last Words. 

Thackeray was just warming ‘up to 
his novel “Denis Duval,” of which only 
three numbers had appeared, when he 
had to lay down his pen forever on 
Christmas eve, 1363. It almost seems 
that he must have known the end had 
come, for the last words he wrote were 
full of tragic significance: “Behold Finis 
itself came'to an end and the Infinite 
began.”

_from Manita —Five Hours Firing, But No Confirmation 
—What Togo May Do —St Petersburg Thinks Japa- 
nese Admiral Was Surprised at Russ Daring. 


April 17—Gaston Dru _ telegraphs 
from St. Petersburg to The Echo de 
Paris that Admiral Rojestvensky’s last 
telegram before leaving Nossi was sin- 
gularly laconic and eloquent. Heywired: 

“I will not tel*graph again before 
the battle. If I am beaten you will 
learn It through Togo. If I defeat him 
I will announce it to you." 

M. Dru adds that the telegram was 
accepted ax meaning that the Russian 
admiral seeks victory or death. 


Rumors of a Battle. 


Manila, April 17.—Rumors of a bat- 
tle between the Russian and Japanese 
fects off the Viper Shorls came Satur- 
day night from Palawan Island and 
from Sandukan, in British North Bor- 
neo, 

No authority is given In the de- 
spatch from Palawan Island, and the 
message from North Borneo, says that 
@ coaster In from Balabac, twenty miles 
southeast of the Viper Shoals, saya 
there was continuous firing from 4 
in the morning until 9 o'élomk, The 
Warships were not seen by the coast- 
er. being too far northeast, but the 
captain is confident that a naval fight 
was In progress. One other thing that 
bears out the supposition is the fact 
that every ship that traversed the main 
route from Hong Kong to Manila and 
from Salgon to Manila has found no 
trace of the Russian warships since 
Thursday. 


Battle Is Probable.

Httle south, in the Sulu Sea, off the 
coast of Palawan, Is strongly belleved 
here: not that the Russian squadron 
has been seen, but because seven Jap- 
fnose warahips in all were sighted on 
Friday evening between Mindora and 
Talabac Island. It is deemed certain 
that the Russian warships are on this 
course. They undoubtedly Jeft the 
main trade route on Thursday. 

Since Thursday afternoon, when the 
Russians were 220 miles southwest of 
the Paracels Islands, they have not 
boean sighted by any ship entering this 
port from Heng Kong, Manila, Pala- 
wan or North Borneo. This. makes it 
certain that they have turned sharply 
north toward the coast of Annam, in 
Cochin China, or have salled towards 
Formosa by the Philippine route. In 
the latter event it Is not at all im- 
probable they have met the Japanese 
crulxer division in the Sulu Sea. 


Rojestvensky’ Tactics, — 


The mafority of opinion {s that the 
Russian admiral deliberately took the 
regular route from Singapore for 1.000 
miles, so that he could be reported to 
the Japanese at least twice a day. He 
was reported regularly from Sunday 
until Thursday, since which time there 
has been no trace of his fleet.

RUSSIA, 


St Petersburg, April 16.—A strik- 
ing example of the vast secret re- 
sources of Hussia is given by the 
offer of the directing body of the 
Old Puaith to provide the Government 
with a billion rubies for war  pur- 
poses, without interest, in exchange 
for greater liberty of worship. The 

elievers in the Oid Faith include the 
wealthiest portion of the population 
of the Volga provinces and east of 
Moscow. ‘bey seek the same reli- 
gious {recdom enjoyed by the regular 

Grkck Orthodox Church, and the of- 
fer of this immense ovum, which ins 
equyvalent to a full year’s war ex- 
penses, is a revelation of that vast 
religious wealth of Russia which has 
bocn many times referred to in these 
Cespatchrs, 

It should ve borne in mind that if 


this body is able to offer such = a 
great treasure to the Government in 
its financial] embarrassment,» the 
State Church itself might cauily pro- 
vide twice as inuch without drawing 
a penny from the overtaxed popuia- 
tion. Russian poverty, in a word, ls 
due more to gencrations of hoarding 
of the Churches than to the burdens 
of taxation. There is nu sign, how- 
ever, that the State Church js will- 
ing to part with a single ruble of Its 
treasure for the war pglicy which it 
steadily urges upon the Czar, 

It is not probable that the direc- 
torate of the Old Faith bas in its pos- 
session auch an enormous sum as jt 
now offers, but its membership in- 
cludes many millionaires in Central 
lussja, who Youbtless are prepared 
to execute the present proposal. The 
concession asked is simply the appro- 
val of the recommendation recently 
made by a committee of the Imperint 
Ministers which is now before the 
Emperor. There is some indication 
to-day that the prayer will be grant- 
ed, for the Czar made the following 
endorsement upon the pttition of the 
Holy Synod for the convocation of a 
rounci] to clect a Patriarch and ef- 
fect a reform of the ocolesiastical 
admjnistration. 

“I find it impossible in “the pre- 
sent disturbed times to undertake a 
task of such magnitude requiring 
calm consideration. Following the old 
example of the Orthodox Emperors, 
I intend, however, so soon as the 
moment is favorable, to set on foot 
this great work and summon a coun- 
cil of the Old Russian Church for a 
tanonical discussion of questions of 
faith. and ccolosiastical reform.”

‘The northern portion of the Colorado 
‘desert is paved with the most wonder. 
ful pebbles in the world, in many parts 
60 exquisitely laid as to defy success- 
fu} imitation by the most skilled worker 
-in mosaic flooring. These pebbles are 
made of porphyry, agates, carnelian, 
quartz, crystals, garnets, chrysolite 
and other such beautiful materials. 
They are packed together so that the 
surface composed of them {s like a 
floor, and they look as !f pressed {nto 
it with a roller. As a rule, they are 
of nearly uniform size, and each one is 
Polished brilliantly, as if olled and rub- 
bed. Most of them are perfect spheres, 
and the refiection from them of the 
sun’s rays is gorgeous beyond descrip- 
tion. Each convex surface gives back 
a ray of. light, and the grouhd for 
miles seems as if literally paved with 
gems. Thus the whole surface of the 
plain is a combination of myriads of 
reflectors, each pebble belng so highly 
polished that it Is like a mirror, and it 
is belleved that the lnkes of the desert 
mirage are produced by this means. 
The pebbles are polished by the loose 
sand which 1s blown hither and thither, 





Wonderful Erosion, 

A curious effect of the wear and 
tear to which the earth's crust is ever 
belng subjected 1s exhibited in the sin- 
gularly capped pinnacles existing on 
South river, In the Wasatch moun- 
talns, In Utah, There are hundreds of 
these slender pillars, ranging in helght 
from 40 to 400 feet, most of them 
crowned by large caps of stones, They 
are not works of buman art, as might 
be Imagined, but are the memorial 
monuments of the hill from which they 
have been eut by the action of air 
and water, Those Monacles alone re- 
main of many square miles of ‘solid 
rocks, which have been washed away 
to a depth of some 400 feet. The 
greater hardness of the surface has 
caused it to resist corrosion more than 
the underlying rock, thus leaving huge 
caps of stone perched bigh In alr on 
the points of thelr columns. One don- 
ble column, capped by a singl¢ stone, 
forms a natural bridge both unique 
und pleturesque, 


The First Frictlon Matches, 
The first really practicable friction 
matches were made by an English 
apothecary uamed Walker In 1827. He 
coated splints of cardboard with sut 
pbur and tipped them with a mixture 
of sulphate of antimony, chlorate of 
potash and gum, Each box, bolding 
eighty-four matches and sold for a 
shilling, contained also a folded piece 
of glass paper, which-was to be pressed 
together while the match was drawn 
through it, Three yeacs later another 
ingenlous person named Jones In Lon- 
don patented the idea of making a 
small roll of paper, soaked with chlo- 
rate of potash and sugar at one end, 
with a thin glaxs globule Miled with 
Strong sulphuric acid attached at the 
same polnt. When the sulphuric acid 
was liberated by pinching the globule 
it acted upon the chlorate of potash 
and sugar s0 as to produce fire. 





The Cicada Fable, 

Several species of insects have ap- 
paratus for producing sounds similar 
to that of the grasshopper or moidifica- 
tions of it. Of a different type is that 
with which the cicadas are endowed. 
Only the maics of this family are sing- 
ers, for which the Greek pocts called 
them bappy because their females were 
dumb, With the anclents a cicada sit- 
ting on a harp was the symbol of mnu- 
sic. <A pretty fable tells of the con- 
test between two citbara players, in 
which the curious event Lappened that 
when one of the contestants broke a 
string a sloging clenda sprang on his 
harp and hel him out so that he 
gained the prize, 





The World of Trade,

But if you will rub your fingers 
Nghtly over the bark of those branches 
you can see whe ew buds and new 
xprouts will come f@rth just as soon an 
springtime places t er lps the afiver 
trumpet of the warm winds. As I ap 
proach a man who Is called a Christian 
man I figuratively find him without 
sin. but as I touch his heart I find, 
still figuratively speaking, that all over 
his heart are latent sinful buds easy to 
be developed. Unless a man lives close 
to Christ and continues to Hve close to 
Christ these evil buds will sprout and 
grow even asx the white apple blos- 
sons cover the tree branches almost In 
one May day. The reason Judas be- 


trayed Christ was because he allowed 
his latent buds of sin to develop; that 
1s 


all 

“Judas not different from his fellow 
thes’ “Hlow was that?’ rome one 
nek me. “Why, Christ called him a 
devil.” Aye, my friend, that fa true. 

Uut Obrist did not ext! Judas a devil in 
the sense that he was In the beginning 
any different from any other of the 
nuposties. Indeed, I know he was just 
about the same, ‘The apostles at that 
time honored and respected Judas 50 
much that they made him thelr (reas: 
urer. He was their alinoner; he handled 
all their moneys. He was not tinpul- 
sive like Peter. He was 2 calm, cool 
calculator, Why, if Peter had been 
elected treasurer in Judas’ place, the 
first ten beggars who came to him 
would have got all that he had, and no 
provision would have been left for the 
needs of the little company. The rea- 
son Judas was elected treasurer was 
because at first he was loyal to his 
Master and he was very careful in 
handling the funds. 

But when Judas began to look after 
the money the old latent sin of his life 
grew warmer and budded and sprout: 
ed. Covetousness was Judas’ sin. Ev- 
cry penny, every plece of silver and 
gold which came into his possession, 
only maddened his passions. Methinks 
I can sce him at night counting the 
gold while his companions slept. “Ah,” 
! he kept saying to himself, “if this gold 
was only mine.” This pazsion, this 
evil passion, kept growing upon him 
* Just as the desire for gold or fame or 

social position my have been growing 

upon you. Ouce Judas would have 
{ knocked a man down who would haye 
placed a menacing or murderous hand 
upon his Christ. But now he kept say: 
ing: “Gold, gold; F must have gold. I 
must have gold, even if 1 do destroy 
Christ to get it” Listen! Let me trace 
the downfall of Judas—first, the hon- 
ored aposticship; second, the election 
to the treasurership of the apostolic 
band; third, the hugging of the gold 
bags to satisfy the cravings of hia de- 
veloping: avarice; fourth, the protest 
because the box of ointment of spike 
nard, vi ry precious, was poured upon 
Christy head; fifth, the selling 9f 
Christ's Ufe for thirty plecss of silver, 
Judas (as not a devil always. Judox 
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went down to the betrayal of Christ 
as somo of us are going, slowly, surely, 
awfully, demoniacally, step by step, 
step by step. 

The field of blood teaches us, in the 
next place, that the most awful danger 
that can be done against Christ {s done 
by his apostates and not by his out and 
out’ bitter enemies. For) weeks and 
months, as I said before, the high 
priests were trying to take Christ and 
crucify him. “But when they sought to 
lay hands upon him they feared the 
multitudes, because they took him for 
a prophet." What is the meaning. of 
this? ‘They dared not touch ‘him. 
Christ's beneficiaries at that time 
would have risen up and swept the 
high priests and the Pharisces from off 
the carth. ~ ee 

Supposing toward the close of the 


Crimean war the English gsnere! had, 
given order that Florence Nightingale. 


was to be shot’as a spy, what would 
have happened? Methinks about the 
commander’s tent would have , been 
seen 5,000 poor fellows pleading and 
praying: “She nursed me through a 
fever and saved my life, She shall not 
die!* Another would say: “She held 
my hand when they cut off my leg. She 
must not die!” Another would have 
said: “She bandaged my eyes, blasted 
by tho gunpowder explosion, I¢ was 
on account of her care that I now can 
see.” So those whose limbs Christ had 
straightened and those whose tyes 
Christ had opened and those whose lep- 
sous skin Christ had cleansed would 
have risen up and cricd out: “He shall 
not dic! He shall not die!” But when 
Judas:led the Roman officers by night 
to the garden of Gethsemane and show: 
ed where Christ was in retreat then 
Jesus was taken -by stealth and tried 
while Jerusalem slept. He was tried 
by night. He was crucified on the 
early morning. Oh, my friends, shall 
it be that you and I as apostates have 
betrayed Christ ito the hands of hi: 
enemies? 

Another thought: “Aceldama—that Is, 
the ficld of blood,” teaches that re- 
morse for a sin committed docs not 
necessarily wipe off the record of that 
xin from the Lamb's book of life. Ju- 
das was sorry for his sin. No sooner 
had he given that betraying kiss than 
he would have been willing to cut off 
his right arm to have undone the dam- 
age. He flung the money back into the 
priests’ faces. He did more than that. 
Lacerated and agonized on account of 
his méntal sufferings, he went forth and 
hanged himself. He practically sald: 
O God, my brain Is crazed! Let me 
die!" But to be sorry for a past sin is 
not enough. Remorse Is not salvation 
through Christ. Dr. Whitley well said 
in one of his sermons, “Judas had # 
aight and sense of sin, but no appre- 
henslon of the mercy of God in Christ, 
and so he pined away in his iniquity.” 
O man, to-day you are sorry for your 
sins. You are sorry because they drax- 
ged you down and down and down 
But are you more than sorry? Are you 
ready to renounce them and to plead 
with God for pardon through the blood 
of Christ? This pardon is offered to all 
who come in Christ's naine. Remorse 
for sin does not necessarily mean sal- 
vation by faith” There are two facts 
in the life of the prodigal son I woula 
have you well bear In mind. The one 
is, he was sorry: the second fact, he 
arose and went back to his fathevs 
house. Oh, my brother, will you repent 
of your sins? Will you do more than 
that? Will you turn your back upon 
sin and look at the loving. forgiving 
face of Jesus Christ? ey 

But the last theught to me is the 
sweetest of all. Standing by “Acelda- 
ma—that Is, the Meld of blood," I find 
that, no inatter how much we heve 
sinned, God never loses his love for the 
sinner. God loves us and clings to us 
in exactly the same wey as a mothor 
clings to her children. 1 asked a dear 
friend of mine some time ago who 
was the favdPite among her many chil- 
dren? She answered, “f love the 
youngest best until he is grewn, and 
the absent one best until he returns, 
and the sick ene best until he gets woll.” 
Yes, I said to myself, “And the prodl- 
gal best until he comes’ back to a 
mother’s love.” So Ged clings to his 
wayward ones. The more we sin the 
more he wants us by his side and the 
more he pleads with us and clings to 
us. 
Do we not find this fact true th refer- 
ence to Judas’ life? When Christ knew 
that Judas was to betray him. did he 
drive Judas from his side? No; that 
was not Christ's way., He kept Judas 
with him clear up te end, He seems 
to be saying all the time. “Oh, Judas, 
why wilt thou betray the Son of man?” 
One of the last act# of Christ's earthly 
life was te honor Judas above all his 


i brethren when he gave to him the sop 


at the supper, The giving of the sop 
was un act of love, not of hate. Se 
Christ to-day is pleading with you and 
we. We may spit in his face, as did 
thoxe who led him forth for crucifixion; 
we may place a crown of thorns upon 
his head; we may betray him with a 
kiss, as did Judas, but we cannot make 
Christ cease to leve us. Oh, my friends, 
will not you and I yield to thia love of 
Josus Christ, which passeth all human 
understanding? We have wandered 
far, far away, but Christ is to-day atill 
loving us. WIll you accept his pardon- 
ing love? WIll you accept It now? 
This ts a worldwide Invitation which 
Iam giving yeu to come to the saving 
cross. Indeed, so great, so far reach- 
ing are the possibilities of human re- 
demptiog through Christ, that while I 
was writing this sermon in the quiet- 
ude of my study the thought arose: 
“How do J know that Judas war eter- 
nally destroyed? God changed his 
mind in reference to‘ the Ninevites 
when they repented of their sins. How 
do T know that Judas, even when he 
was dangling on tlis end of that rope, 
did not make such supplication as 
brought him with!n the influence of 
the divine Fathers forgiving love? 
Perhaps in the death struggle Judas 
called upon Christ for rescue. If he 
did, who shall say that Christ did not 
pardon him? He could pardon Judas’ 
sins just as he forgave Paul's, who 
was the “chief of sinners.” If Judas 
did call for divine forgiveness, 1 know 
he recelved it, just as the penitent 
thlef, as Mary Magdalene, as the wo- 
man of Samaria, received foregivencss 
when repentant, just as freely as you 
can bo forgiven to-day. Oh, my friends, 
with such a divine love surrounding us, 
will you not throw yourself upon the 
mercy and atonement of Christ, which 
have saved in the past, which save 
now and which will save threugh all 
Ume? The cross can be changed into 
a crown by changing the hast two let- 
ters. Remorse can be changed into 
trlumph {if to-day, in Christ's mercy, 
you will reach up and logk and Uve. —

New Ideas About Cold Stormuge.— 
Cold storage is of vital interest to 
fruit growers. Where in. former 
years ao large amount of fruit was 
allowed to go to waste, it is now 
possible to store tbe surplus so that 
if may be carried over and disposed 
of at a future time. It ts still true, 
hawever, that considerable [fruit zocs 
to waste in certain localities on ac- 
count of not haviny suitable facili- 
ties for. storing or transportation. 
The frait grower should provide him- 
telf with first-class cold storage f[a- 
cilities; then he wiil be independent 
of the buyer or a poor market at 
picking time, as he can store a por- 
ti&s of h's crop and market it at 
leisure. z ek 

Prompt Stopige Important.—Where 
fruit growing is the chief industry 
a co-operative cold storaze house 
would be more economical than indi- 
vidual plants, bat in other 
where the individual fruit grower has 
a consideradte orchard in. bearing the 
Trivate cold storage plant would Le 
advisable. it has been demonstrated 
repeatedly, nnd the demonstrations 
and experimental work of Powell 
and Fulton, of the Department 


Agriculture, nave proven beyond a 
doubt that the only correct Way to 
tore fruit ts to place it in the cold 
storaga room as soon ux picked. In 
the past it has been customary to 
pick the apples ard place them 
piles In the orchard tefors packi 
for shipment. This method is still 
largely practised. Rapid changes in 
temperature resuli, which shortens 
the life of the fruit and causes it to 
decay more rapidly when finally plac. 
ed in cold storage. The torrect way 
of handling ls to pack the apples 
when picked in svitable storage pack- 
ages, and these should be placed in 
the cooling room the same day. The 
marked improvement tn keeping 
quality whieh will follow This method 
of handling can only be understood 
by a person who has come in contnet 
with the actual results, 

The advantages of local cold stor- 
age are suinmed up in Farmers’ Rul- 
letin, No. 193 of the United States 
Department of Agricuiture, ax fol- 
lows: (1) The selling perlod of fruit 
could be greatly prolonged. (2) Fruit 
could go from the tree immediately 
into ‘storage and be cooled to such a 
degree as would arrest ripening pro- 
covers. (3) Fruit could be stored in 
temporary packages, and final erad- 
ing and packing deferred until the 
hurry of the pickin season wus over. 
(4) In the event of Searcity or high 
price of barrels during the busy 
reason, fruit could be stored in bulk 
to be packed later when acceptable 
barrels could be obtained at. satis- 
factory prices. (5) The facilities for 
handling fruit would enable the 
rower to give better attent!on to 
the decree of maturity, and plek at 
just the proper time. . 

The advantawes as stated do not 
take into consideration the increased 
prices which a cold -storage plant 
would possibly ive. Fruit’ srowers 
mutt not, however, form a fictitious 
idea of the profits tu be derived by 
the cold storage of fruit, For in-

As an instance, however, showing 
the possibilities in thix direct.on, the 
Howing figures have been given by 
fruit Srower who hax his own cold 
storaze plait and volunteers this in- 
formation.

one thousan! barrels of peurs. His 
apple orehard has about’ the same 
capacity. The first year after his 


plant! was built the average price of 
pears at pickinz time wax $2.50 to 
$¥ per barrel. 
they were worth on the New York 
market’ from $5 to $6.50 per barrel. 
As his freight rate -by water to New 
York is vory low, It may bve readily 
understood that his cold storavé pre- 
fit on pears alone was considerable. 
On apples the averaze price at pick- 
ing time was from $1.25 to $1.50 per 
barrel. Late in the winter the Price 
in’ New York was from $3 to $4.50 
yer barrel, which shows «nother 
good profit. These figures are, per- 
haps, the result of an exceptional 
reason, but it would not take long 
to pay fora cold storage plant on a 
basis of the above fizures. There is 





reldom, if ever, a year when at least | 


a small profit cannot be made over 
and above the cost of operating the 
plant. fs iste 
We may, without question, admit 
the advantage of having cooling and 
storage facilities within easy access 
of the orchard at picking time. The 
problem, then, that confronts us is 
the construction of a sultable huild- 
ing and the selection of a suitable 
refrigerating system. There has been 
in the past quite a number of cool- 
img or refrkzerator rooms erected 
which ure cooled dbrectly by ice. Ex- 
cept for ‘mere cooling enly, and for 
temporary service, a room refriger- 
ated by the exposure of [ee direetly 
to the air of the room has been 
Proven’ over and over again entirely 
unsatisfactory. “It thas also teen 
clearly demonstrated that the stor- 
aze of fruit In the so-called frost 
proof storage houses will not result 
in a “vatisfactory way in a great 
majority of seasons. Basement or 
cellar storage has likewise been aban- 
doned ax not giving satisfactory re- 
sults. It may be well fer us to con- 
sider for a moment soine of the dif- 
ficult'es encountered When using 
thee three methods of storing.

Ex-Prmier Ross Returns Much Benefit- 
“ted But Still Lame. 

Toronto, April 19.—Hon. G, W. Ross, 
Miss Ross and Miss Mabel Ross arriv- 
ed in the clty yesterday morning after 
a six or seven weeks’ sojourn In Ja- 
maica. Their arrival was expected 
only by members of the family, several 
of whom were at the Union Depot to 
meet them. They drove direct to the 
family residence, I Elmsley Place. 

The ex-Premier is tanned and looks 
exceedingly well. He was cheerful in 
manner and conversation, but natur- 
ally, Owing to hia absence’ from the 
scene, Was not able to discuss Provin- 
clal or Federal politica. He inumated 
that he would not take his seat in the 
House until after the Easter recess. 

“Although my rheumatism has not 
been very much relleved by my sojourn 
in Jamaica,” he sald in reply, to sev- 
eral inquiries, “the rest has been most 
valuable to me.

THE U. E. LOYALISTS, 





Chancellor Burwash Traces Growth ol 
Institutions in Ontario, 


At the annual meeting of the United 
Empire Loyaliats of Ontarlo Chancel- 
lor Burwash traced the splendid In- 
fluence of the sturdy characters and 
wise statesmanship to the ploneer set- 
tlers In this Province upon our modem 
institutions and national life. The fact 
that the history of any country Iles In 
germ very largely in the manner of 
Ufe of its firat settlers was, he showed 
clearly applicable to the history of On- 
tarlo. 

After briefy referring to the great 
difficulties confronting the U. E. L 
settlers In bullding up new homes and 
a system of central Government, prac- 
tieally unassisted by any gencrous 
outside help such as the new settlers 
in the Canadlan West now have, thé 
Chancellor noted that the early set- 
tlera in Upper Canada brought with 


them the plety and religious organi-*‘ 


zations of thelr old home. Thelr first 
clergymen were chosen from thelr own 
ranks, and by the beginning of the 
nineteenth century had been lald pere 
manently the foundations of the pres- 
ent Anglican, Methodist, Baptist and 
Presbyterian Churches In Ontario. 
They were strong and heroic mon whe 
well understood the value of religion 
as the great fundamental basis of true 
civilization. 
Education and Politics. 

So, too, in education they had early 
established thelr own schools by pri- 
vate enterprise, and in these little 
ploneer schools were trained the men 
who in the next generation became 
the leaders in professional and business 
and political life. Dr. Egerton Ryerson, 
who gave to Ontario its present school 
system, was himself trained in a U.ELL 
school, and he preserved to us the 
characteristics of the frst quarter cen- 
tury of education in Ontario. Dr. Bur- 
wash also noted that the present en- 
dowment of the Provincial University, 
worth now some $4,000.000, fs the result 
of the prescience of the men who in 
1793 set aside 500,000 acres of land as 
an endowment for cducation In thi¢ 
Province. 

The modern political system and 
method of responsible Government was, 
he said, largely a development of the 
two political forces working among the 
U. E. Loyalists a century ago. On the 
one hand, there were those who came 
from Virginia and the Southern States. 
and who stood for the centralizing of 
authority; on the other hand, there 
were the settlers from Puritan New 
England, who stood for democracy: 
These two forces had been united and 
harmonized, so that now we had a unl- 
que system of Government, marked by 
the truest form of democracy combined 
with proper respect for the law and 
the dignity of the central authority. 

“Some day," he sald in conclusfon, 
“a Canadian poct will worthily cele- 
brate the atory of these strong and 
noble men, and a great novelist will 
find In their annals the material for a 
most thrilling romance.” 


Canada Will Contro! Paper Market. 

“Canada 1s sure to take a leading 
place as a producer of forest products,” 
said Dr. Judson F. Clarke, Provincial 
forester, In a lecture In the chemical 
bullding of the University of Toronto 
recently. 

“She has woodland areas so vast as 
to almost stagger the Imagination, Sho 
ix most admirably situated as regards 
the greatest future market for timber 
—the Mississippi Valley. Her forests 
are chiefly coniferous, hence the most 
easily managed and having the highest 
producing capacity. 


or forty years hence will practically 


control the paper market of the world. , 
In the past, however, our forest man- | 


agement, with the exception of some- 
what better protection from fire and in 
the retaining of the fee simple of the 
land in the State, has not differed ma- 
terlally from the forest management 
that has devastated the forests of tho 
United States, and which has begun 
the story of the man-made desert In 
our own north country. Recently a tre- 
mendous atep in advance was taken in 
the adoption of the policy of placing 
the non-agricultural lands in forest re- 
serves. The next and only logical step 
ia to train men in practical forest man- 
agement, that these reserves may be 
perpetuated by wise use. In other 
words, to train practical foresters for 
care and management of the public for- 
est domain. 

“There is no reason why, under 
rational forest management the pre- 
sent revenue from our forest lands 
should not be Increased many fold, not 
only without injury but -with actual 
benefit to the forest.”

Their History as Set Forth Authorita- 


} tively by the Dominion Statis- 


tician, Mr. Geo. Johnson. 


Mr. George Johnson, Dominion Sta- 
lsticlan, recently contributed an article 
to The Halifax Herald, in which the 
history ofthe Halifax docks is author- 
itatively set forth. The beginning of 
the story takes us back to the days 


‘when the English and French strug- 


gled for the mastery of the New World 
The Halifax dockyards and fortlfica- 
tons were begun in 1758, in order to 
furnish a base from which Wolfe might 
operate against Loulsburg. This pow- 
erful French fortress had been bullt at 
great cost; as part of the plan which 
designed to keep the English colonists 
hemmed in New England. Other forts, 
each Hnks in the same huge shackles 
which France hoped to place on the 
English, were at New Orleans on the 
Ohlfo River, at Niagara, and at Que- 
bec. For long it appeared that the 
chain would hold. At last it was snap- 
ped, after years of desperate strug- 
Rling, and In the result which has had 
its effect on each one of us Halifax 
andNits dockyards played no Inconspic- 


| uous bart. * 


Pitt Renews Struggle. 


The years 1775-6-7 were disastrous 
ones for British arms in America, but 
in 1778 there was a renewal of the 
struggle under more hopeful circum- 
stances. Pitt was again In command 
of England's political destinies, and he 
planned -an attack on Quebec and 
Loulsburg. A large fleet was to as- 
semble at Halifax, and this made a 
dockyard necessary. -;A’~ tract of 
swarrpy ground was selected. Since 1749 
the scttlers had been dumping Into it 
the rocks and stperfluous earth from 
their five-acre clearings, and in 1758 
it seemed to the naval authorities that 
they could turn the dumping place Into 
a dockyard with great advantage. Ac- 
cordingly Col. Charles Laurence, the 
Governor of the Province, deeded to 
Admiral Lord Colville, commander of 
the fleet, and two trustees, the old 
swamp and the hill to the north, 


Conatruction of the Dock, 


Some of London's army, writes Mr. 
Johnson, walting in Halifax since the 
previous yeur, were put to work, and 
by. the middle of May Boscawen’'s feet 
from England anchored off the just be- 
fun but even then useful yard. Bos- 
cawen’s men giving a hand during the 
fortnight they had to walt for Gen. 
Amherst, the works made brave pro- 
Rress, and the dockyards were increas- 
ingly useful during the short stay of 
the 157 ships and 12,000 men destined 
to reduce Loulsburg.. Wolfe was there, 
and on the unequal ground of the dock- 
yards spent most of his time training 
a corps of light Infantry In new tactics 
similar to those the Japs have been 
using—tactics which he employed with 
good effect before Loulsburg a month 
later. Guy Carleton was there, and no 
doubt both men, being Imperially mind- 
ed men, discussed plans for making 
the dockyards sultable in every respect 
as Britain's great depot in our North 
AUantle waters; for be it remembered 
that the settlement founded In Hallfax 
fs the Orst (and only) instance of a 
“British colony of free men founded by 
the Imperial Government for definite 
and Imperial purpose”; and both Wolfe 
and Carleton knew that purpose, and 
appreciated {t. too, 


After Louisburg Had Fallen. 


Mr. Johnson also notes that af the 
inauguration of the dockyards were 
Fraser's Highlanders, one of the first 
Highland regiments in the British 
army, for it was only the year previous 
that Scotchmen began to serve in the 
English army. 

After the successful slege of Louts- 
burg, the fect and army returned to 
Halifax, and reniained there some time 
to refit. The Uttle town becaine a camp 
for the troops and was hare put to it 
to provide three meals a da¥® for the 
forces, The dockyards were Diled up 
Private 
Property removed from Loulsburg, and

Divouacking. The next year Halifax 
Was the rendezvous for the army and

Where Rojestvensky Is. 

Tokio, April 19.—Rojestvensky’s 
squadron of warships departed on Sat- 
urday afternoon from Kamranh Bay 
and last night was definitely located in 
Calao Bay, about 240 miles north of 
its previous position. The Japanese 
torpedo flotilla “A." commanded by 
Lieut. Shigetaka Seki, observed the en- 
emy'’s anchorage at 7.40 in the even- 
ing. No fewer than 20 colllers wert 
near the battleships. The crulser and 
volunteer divizion of the Meet were a 
little further south, at Cape Bantanga. 
Nine torpedo boat destroyers were 
with the fleet. It is now the opinion

FRENCH NEUTRALITY. 





Alleged Violation — Serious Develow 
ment of the War Situation. 


London, April 19.—Japanese diplo- 
mats in Lohdon and others regard the 
alleged breaches of neutrality by 
French in allowing the Russian sec 
ond Pacific squadron to remain over 
time on the Cochin Chinese coast as 
one of the most serious developments 
in the altuation. Minister Hayashi was 
particularly reticent and sald he pre- 
ferred to await confirmation of the re- 
port witich have appeared to indicate 
a serious breach of neutrality. Baron 

uyematsu, who took a view that was 
far from being alarmist, sald that if 
the reports were true, Japan would 
have good cause to complain. Japan, j 
however, had no intention of picking a 
quarrel with France. 

M. Beau Has Instructions, 

Paris, April 18.—The French Govern- 
ment has taken every precaution to 
secure the observance of neutrality in 
French waters in Indo-China. To this 
end instructions have teen sent to M. 
Beau, GovernorGeneral of Indo- 
China, calling his attention to the. re- 
gulations concerning the observance of 
neutrality issued at the outset of the 
war. It Is belleved that Admiral De 
Jonquleres (commander of the French 
naval forces at Saigon), in proceeding 
to Kamranh Bay (where part of the 
Russian second Pacific squadron has

The Japanese legation has not yet 
recelved instructions relative to French 
neutrality. 

Japan fs Angry. 

Tokio, April 19.—The Jiji Shimpo 
Geclares that the use of the Island of 
Madagascar by the Russian squadron 
Was a direct and prolonged yilolation 
of the principle of neutrality, but on 
account of the distance Japan in, that 
instance simply lodged a protest. Jap- 
an, however, insists that Russia is 
now using Kamranh Bay as a bane for 
action against her opponent, and says 
xhe Intends to use It as the point for 
effecting a junction with the remain- 
ing division of the squadron. 

“If the use of Kumranh Bay 1x con- 
tinued.” the paper adds. “Japan must 
regard {ts neutrulity as completely ig- 
nored, and she will not be obliged to re- 
spect its neutrality. Violations of neu 
trallty in distant ports are not Impor- 
tant, but when close to the zone of war, 
it is Impoxsible to view them with the 
same leniency.” 

Calls In Britain.

The great com- 
petiior.to the municipal system was 
the National Telephone Co,, the tele- 
phone octopus of Great Britain. The 
Municipal Co. had fixed a rate of & 
guineas (325) a year for an unlimited 
service. The rates of the National were 
£10 ($50). 

Brought to Time, 

The competition of the municipal 
aystem had brought the monopoly to 
time in quick ordcr. The people rea- 
lized that fair and strenuous compe- 
tition was the only manner in which 
a ufeto-date and reasonable service 
could be obtained. Glasgow had in 
her streets and public places 300 pub- 
ic telephones, the municipal and the 
National side by side, where, by put- 
ting a penny in the slot, connection 
could be obtained in any part of city 
and suburbs. 

Before the municipal came Into the 
field there were practically no public 
telephones. The onslaught of the muni- 
cipal "phones had brought the Natilon- 
al down to its knees there was no 
agreement betw. the two companies, 
The City of Glasgow did not allow poles 
to be erected in the streets. All lines 
were underground. “No company could 
fil up the streets, to get to the con- 
dylts without consent of the clty. 

Mr. Mactean asked what would hap- 
pen If Parllament ordered the city to 
allow poles, etc., to be erected in the 
streets. 

Know Better There. 
“Parilament has too much sense for 
that.” was the quick reJoinder. 

The National had the larger num- 
ber of subscribers, having been In the 
field much longer. The municipal com- 
pany had 11,000 subscribers. The re- 
sult of the competition wax that the 
National would now put a telephone in 
a residence for a nominal sum of 36 
a& year and charge one penny a call. 
Had it not been for the strenuous 
municipal competition the National 
would have Glasgow by the throat, as 
it had other citles. Other citles, see 
ing the success of the Glasgow system, 
are now clamoring for reduced rates 
from the National. 

The Only Way. 

Mr. Willocks was enthusiastic over 
the general benefit that had accrued 
to the citizens through the municipal 
ownership of the telephones, In his 
opinion it was the only system that 
could give modern service at reason- 
able rates. He received the thanks of 
the committee for his very instructive 
statements, 

Dr, Ochs, of Hexpeler, testified briefly 
regurding a uyxtem absorbed by the 
Bell Co. in that vicinity. He was of 
the epinion that there was a demand 
for telephones among rural residents. 
The compiny to which he belonged was 
obliged to sell out to the Bell because 
they could not get connection with 
outside towns. For $15 to $20 a year 
@ firstclass service could be given by 
a well-organized Independent company 
in the County of Waterloo.

ST. CLAIR TUNNEL VICTIM 
HAS RETURNED TO WORK. 


FRED FORSTER RECOVERED HIS 
HEALTH RAPIDLY APTER BE- 
UNG IxoOuGIE’ TO THIS CITY. 


Sarnia Canadian: Fred Forster, one 
of the men overcome by gax in the 
tunnel six months ago, bas icturned 
to his oid employment, after, a most 
remarknbdle case of unexpected 2¢cov- 
ery. During the many weeks after 
the accident wien Furster lay un- 
conscious at the Sarnis General Hos- 
pital, there were tines when‘ his re- 
covery wus regarded as imposs ble, 
and even his physicians would not 
venture to predict that jhe young 
man. would ever recover his mental 
and his nervous strength. The eliect 
of the monoxide yas which forms in 
the tunnel wus describod at the in- 
quest, when it was stated that st 
has the property of uniting with cer- 
tain const.tutional clements of the 
blood and depriving the victim of 
strength, mental energy, leaves’ him 
in a ‘wrecked condition if he recovers 
at all. In the case of some of the 
men. affected by the gas, the recov- 
ery Wns prompt, Messrs. Fisher, Hawn 
and ‘Forbes wer id up only, for a 
short time. Fyrster’s” case showed 
that the deadly gus had struck 
deeper, and {dr a month he was com- 
pletely unconécious. Later he began 
to answer to his name in a dazed way, 
and still later wus able to show that 
he recognized his father, who attend- 
ed him. He was taken to ‘Belleville 
reveral Wevks ago to the home of his 
father, Mr. Robert Forster, of 
that city, and his convalescence was 
rapid. He is now apparently in per- 
fect health. 

A peculiar feature is that the 
young man has seareely any iccol- 
lection of the circumstances atiend- 
ing the terrible accident of October 
Oth, and with difficulty recognizes 
his companions. He can remember 
entering the tunnel with Engineer 
John Coleman and the crew consist- 
ing of the late conductor, J. B. Sim- 
von and Messrs. Weston and Table. 
It will be remembered that when the 
train broke these mes all came out 
on the engine except the conductor. 
Weston and Cable were too ill to re- 
turn, but Colemaa and Forster went 
in azuln with a substitute crew of 
three others. Coleman lost his life, 
the conductor was also found to have 
perished, two of (the substitutes, 
Brakeman Dan Gillies and condyct- 
or Richard Tinsley, also lost their 
lives. Forster scems to have no mis- 
givings about commencing work 
again in the tunnel.

SNUFF HABIT. SPREADING. 





'URFERS — AMERICA CONSUMES 
OVER 16,000,000 POUNDS 
EACH YEAR. 


It coxts the great ‘American public 
ething like §7,000,000 annually to 
uare its snuff bul. More than 16,- 
000,000 pounds of this article are used 
egch year in this country. And we 
t prominent as a race of snuff 
Ts, either. ~ 

The figures ure taken from the §n- 
ernal revenue reports so they cannot 
well lie, Taxes are paid annually on 
16,000,000 pounds of snuff in thin 
country. At the averago price of 45 
cents a pound, avhich is n low estim- 
ate, the nation’s snuff bill will foot 
up to more than §7,000,000. And the 
custom of snuff using ts steadily 
growing; snuffing is becoming popu- 
lar. 

Contrary to general opinion, snuff 
using ls not confined to, or even ex- 
coptionally prevafent among the for- 
eign: element. According to one man 
who has made snuff in Chicago for 
half a lifetime, it is The native born 
American of the Suuihera States who 
buys most of the amulf sold in this 
country. The forcign born snuff user 
in not so numerous, nor does his 
weaknem fur thu stimulant cost him 
#0 much as it does the routberner of 
the larger cities, ‘ : 

The great bulk of «nuff manufac- 
turing: as well as cousuming, is done 
in’ the youth. As the snuff made 
almost exclusively from ‘tho leaf 
trown in that section, it ss a matjer 
of economy to tave the factories 
there. The anuff made in thts coun- 
try is manufactured principally from 
Virginia, Tennessee or Kentucky leaf 
tebacco, The beast is made from the 
product of the Tennessee or Kentuc- 
ky tobacco fields, The quality of the 
tobacco ured compares favorably with 
that but into the best, plug tubaccos. 
The leaf used is particularly ripe, as 
unripe leaf will spoil after making. 

Aside from the actual tobacco, the 
otber ingredients used in the com- 
position of snuff are of much higher 
rade than those used in helping to 
mako plug tobacco. The prices of the 
two are nearly the mme. ‘Rose oil,

ey are used to give flavor and aroma 
to the product generally, with tama-

MAY TRANSMIT POWER. 
Government Will Retain the Right 
Over All Railroads. 


An amendment to the bill granting 
tn extension of time to the Ontario 
Eleciric Co,, consideration of which 
was continued by the Rallway Com- 
mittee of the Legislature yesterday, 
foreshadowed the policy of the Gor 
ernment in regard to the conservation 
of water and electric power. This 
same clause will be added to all rall- 
way charters granted or renewed in 
the future. 

The Government will reserve the 
right to at all times enter upon the 
iight of way of the sald company, dig 
up the same and erect thereon all ne- 
cessary poles, put dewn and construct 
all cables, wires and poles for the 
transmission of electrical or other 
power from any point in the Province 
of Ontario to the works and plant of 
any municipality for the distribution 
of such pewer within the Hmits there- 
of; provided that the track of traffic, 
wires and poles of the company shall 
not be injured, removed or otherwise 
dealt with. 

The clause permitting he building 
of branch Ines wan limifgd to con:

exceeding 30 miles in each case. These 
branches must not extend beyond the 
counties In which the townships lle 
and shall be bullt only after the ap- 
proval of the Licutenant-Governor tn 
Council.

Toronto Street Railway Fined $2,500 
For Continuing Nuisance, 


Toronto, April 20.—The Toronto 
Railway Co. was fined $2,500 yester- 
day morning by Judge Winchester for 
continuing a nulsance by backing up 
its cars on Avenue road and having 
caused the death of Mrs. Elizabeth

This is the first company in Ontario 
to be thus fined. The penalty imposed 
yesterday morning will be a precedent 
for guidance in the future.

Ste,Genevieve Branch of the Convent of the Sisters of Ste Anne of 
Lachine Reduced to Ashes With Awful Loss of Life— 


The Heroic Dead 
Could Tell 





Montreal, April 22.—The fatality at 
St. Anne de la Pocatlc, when seven of 
u family were wiped out by fire, was 
followed yesterday morning by an aw- 
ful disaster near this city, Fire broke 
out # tan early hour and reduced to 
ashes the convent in the beautiful 
little Village of Ste, Genevieve. One 
nun, ten chilreh and four old 
people who occupied an adjoining hos- 
pital perished in the flames. As soon 
as fire was discovered bucket brigades 
were formed, and every possible ef- 
fort made to save the bullding, but the 
fire had gaincd teo much headway. 
The inmates, aroused by smoke, at- 
tempted to grope thelr way out of the 
building. «Notwithstanding all efforts, 
there was a dep’srable loss of life. 
One of the nuns, in heroic endeavor to 
save the lives of the children fn her 
charge, succumbed. The pupils who 
were lost were ina portion of the 
building where the fire had obtained 
too great headway before the alarm 
was given to enable those who re- 
sponded to effect a rescue, 

Theee in the’ Convent. 

When the insates cf S: jenevieve 
Convent, near Beaconsfield, Quebec, 
retired to bed Good Friday evening 
there were 10 sisters, 27 pupils and 
five old Iadies Inmates. Of these one 
of the reverend ladies, 10 pupils and 
four of the old women perished in a 
fire which broke out at midnight. One 
of the old women who [cll a vicum to 
the flames wax Madame Potvin, who 
would have been 100 years old bad 
she lived tl next month, Those who 
lost their lives were in the upper stor 
ey. The cause of the fire Is unknown,

One of 
the pupils on the sccond floor, Mixs 
Valement, broke one of the windows, 
and she and Sister Theresa jumped 
below, as it was their only chance. 
The girl escaped uninjured, but the 
sister had her arin broken, In the 
upper foor there remained Sister 
Marie Adrienne, and with her died the 
Ppuplis whose Ives are sacrificed. * 
Just what happened in the third 
floor, It {s Impossible to tell, Doubtless 
the nuns and the children found the 
selves cut off from ‘the stairway snd 
perished by fire, or perhaps they wero 
suffocated while yot tu their beds.

French Foreign Minister Wants 
to Resign Because of It. 





France Arouses Russia and Lattc- 
Senda Caution to Rojestvensky — 
French Neutrality Discussed by 
Foreign Secretary Lansdowne -and 
Baron Hayashi — France Makes 
Geed and Sends Crulser and Five 
Torpede Boats to Kamranh. 


Paris, April 22.—After ao notable 
service of nearly eight years In the 
Girection of foreign affairs, Theophile 
Delcasse yesterday Informed the pres- 
ident of the Ceuncll Rouvier of his de- 
sire and Intention to realign. 

‘This dmnouncement came as @ sur~ 
prise and shock to M. Delcasse’s col- 
leagues, who immtdiately took steps qto 
endeavor to secure 4 reconsideration of 
his determination, A cabinet council 
was held, at which M. Rouvier laid the 
situation before the Mintstera, It was 
unanimously decided that the interest 
of the country required that M. Del- 
casso retain his portfollo. 

Accordingly, Mr. Rouvier proceeded 
te the Qual D‘Ormay, where he con 


fairs, Voicing the wishes of President 
Loubet and the Ministers, M. Rouvier 
earnestly besought M. Delcasse to re- 
tain hix place in the Cabinet. - 

It ts evident that M.\Royvier’s earn- 
eat appeal caused M. Delcanse to way:

It tx be 
Meved that M. Delcasse will withdraw 
his resignation, 

The Reason Why. 

The motives leading up ta M, Del 
casse'n sudden determination to retire 
are primarily attributed to Interna- 
tional controversies over French new 
trality In the Far East. The Oppost- 
tion headed by Socialists and Nation- 
alists have directed) thele criticisms 
on M. Delcaxse, It Is felt that his re- 
tirement now would be hailed in Ger- 
many as a German triumph, and this 
ia one of the considerations leading M. 
Fouvier to carneatly appeal to M. Del- 
caase to remaln in the Foreign Office. 

In order to secure definlte co-opera- 
tion between three departments of the 
Government, namely, naval. colonial 
and forvign, a conference yesterday 
was held between leading representa: 
tives of cach department. ‘This brought 
about a clear understand!ng mexarding 
the measures necessary for the matin- 
tenance of the neutrality of Indo Chk 
nese waters.

WITHOUT MAKING A TEST. 


Government Accepts Buoys—investiga- 
tion Into Cause of Explosion of 
‘Gas Buoys at Kingston. 


Kingston, April 24.—Friday morning 
George P, Meurn, Montreal, agent, of 
the firm, through whom the Govern- 
ment purchased the buoys, gave evi- 
dence before the investigating board. 
He stated that no guarantee was ever 
given by the manufacturers .of the 
pressure the buoys will stand. In his 
opinion they were safe up to 15 atmos- 
pheres. If the company had been re- 
quired to give a guarantee they would 
have taken steps to inspect the buoys 
and ‘give certificates for a limited 
time, as Is done in the case of steam 
boilers, Then, at the expiration of this 
time, they would ¢xamine them again 
and give a renewal If possible; but 
they had never been asked for a guar- 
ontee for their buoys, other than that 
purchasers are told they were tested to 
200 pounds before Icaving the works. 
They did not say they must not exceed 
a certain pressure. “H2 also stated that 
acetylene and alr, when mixed in cer- 
tain proportions, would ignite on slight 
provocation. 

Accepted Makers’ Test. 

J. F. Fraser, Dominion Commisstion- 
er of Lighting, stated that it was the 
Government's custom to accept maker's 
test of buoys. Those who finish the 
buoys stated they could be used under 
10 or 12 atmospheres, and above this 
there was a considerable margin of 
safety. The buoys that burst were fill- 
cd to 12 atmospheres.

Too long under Liberal regime has 
the flaw been @ dead lotter, utilized, 
so far as this city and county are 
concerned, almost exclusively for 
party-purposes. \ An jnveatigation in.

in the past, would reveal facts which 
would surprise and astonish every 
honest citizen. It would be well, 
also, to put some, if not all, of the 
license-holders into the witness-box, 
to ascertain how much, and how of- 
ten levies for political purposes were 
mado upon.them. Such an enquiry 
“would, there is good reason tu be- 
lieve, result in the exposure of a 
system of blackmailing that would 
surprise and astonish honest people. 

Why, if such things have existed 
havo they not becn exposed? may fair- 
ly be asked, The answer janot difti- 
cult, The powers that were would, 
and did, treat complaints of that and 
others of a similar character, with 
silent contempt, or so gloss them 
over, as to prevent exposure, A few

In Honolulu 
we were welcomed by friends who 
came down to greet us with thousands 
upon thousands of flowers.

them under our fcet tn the streets. 
Put notwithstanding my experi¢nce in 
the east I was unable to realize the 
beauty of an Easter Sunday in south- 
em California until I myself had par 
Uclpated in such a vervice. No man 
can appreciate the beauty of a Los 
Angeles church until he sees there 2 
church bullding Mterally covered with 
Pure white lilies, Not a red leaf there. 
Only the whife leaf and the green leaf 
side by side. The Miles seemed not to 
be Ulles, but great curtains and crosses 
and columns of white. On my first 
Easter service the people brought £0 
many Miles for decorating purposes 
that the ladies could not, use them all 
Great piles of these white Miles had 
been thrown away as uveless, Why 
aid we not send some of these Miles to 
Other churches? ‘That would have been 
& foolish waste of time. All the other 
churchen had just os many Illes on 
hand as we had. , 

Beautiful and abundant ax are the 
lies of xouthern California, appropri- 
ate as they are as symbols of Christ's 
resurrection, I would not limit our 
thoughts to them on this Easter morn- 
ing. It was not of such flowers as these 
alone that Christ referred to when he 
bade us consider the Mlles, -The Illy of 
Christ's tme was not, as many sup- 
pose, Mke the lly of the western world.

The treadmill tx stil in vogue at 
many English prisons. Within the 
walls is a little building, bullt of blue- 

grey stone, standing somewhat apart 
from the malin structure in a corner of 
the exercise ground and prison garden 
On ‘the chocolate-colored door {s paint- 
ed in white letters the two words 
*Wheel House."- As the door opens the 
dull, grinding sound that we heard out- 
side grows a Mttle louder and clearer.

Eminent Civil Engineer Passes 
at the Age of 86 Years. 


Many Memorials of His Skill and Gen- 
ius to Be Seen In Public Buildings 
in Toronto and Throughout Ontario 
—Educated for His Profession in 
Ireland — First Secretary of Cana- 
dian Institute—King Honored Him. 


Toronto, April 26.—Mr, Kivas Tully, 
I. 8. ©. the eminent clyil engincer, 
died at 2 o'clock yesterday morning in 
his apartments in the Dominion Bank 
Chambera at Bloor and Bathurst 
streets. Deceased, who was 86 years 
of age, suffered from a complication of 
diseases, 

Kivas Tully was one of the most 
Prominent and best known. civil en- 
gineers and architects in the Dominion. 
Many memorials of his skill and gen- 
ius are to be seen in public bulidings 
ef the city, which show an originality 
in design and strength in execution 
beyond the commercial spirit of the 
present day. The custom house, Os- 
goode Hall, the Normal School, Gov- 
ernment House, the Bank of Montreal, 
the School of Practical Science, and 
Trinity University are examplea of the 
work of his art, as well as many build- 
ings In outside cities ef the Province, 
among these being St. Catharines’ 
Town Hall, “Welland County Court 
House, Victoria Hail, Cobourg. 

Mr. Tully studied for his profession 
in Ireland, where he was born In 1820, 
being the second ron of Commander 
John. P, Tully, R. N. He superintend- 
ed the erection of poor houses In Lim- 
erick In 1843, and In the following year 
came to Toronto, where he opened an 
Office. Shortly af:er Confederation he 
was appointed architect and enginter 
for the Department of Public Works 
for Ontario, and held the position for 
30 years. During this period he de- 
signed the plans for the asylums in 
Toronte, Hamilton, Lendon, Brock- 
ville and Kingston, and for many other 
Proyinclal instjtutions, 

Mr. Tully was a charter member and 
first secretary of the Canadian Insti- 
tute, and was first vice-president and 
fang a member of the council of that 
body. He also served as a public 
school trustee and as alderman. In 
1894 he was appointed a delegate to, 
the deep waterways convention, held 
in Toronto In 1891. He was harbor 
engineer of Toronto for the past 50 
years. He was onc of the fifsl ana 
moat persistent advocates of a system 
for securing a clty water supply fron) 
Oak Ridges. He was one of the old- 
est Free Masons in the’ city, being a 
member of Ionic Lodge, which con- 
ferred on him the honorary degree of 
past grand master. He was also re- 
resentative of the Grand Lodge of 
Iretarid In Canada. 

He was a member of the Church of 
England, and married in 1844 Miss 
Ellzabeth Drew, who died in 1847, and 
in 1852, the daughter of Lieut.-Col, 
Strickland, of Lakefield, who died In 
1883. His surviving children are Miss 
Sydney Jane Strickland Tully, and 
Mias Loulse Beresford Tully, both of 
whom are prominent artists. An oil 
portrait of deocased. by hia daughter 
adorns the walls of the Masonic Lodge, 
in the Temple Bullding. His eldest 
daughter by the frat marriage, who 
died a fow years ago, was the wl{y of 
Wm. P, Baird, of § Harbord sifect. 
and hia second wife was a sister of 
Walter R. Strickland, architeet of the 
elty. Mr, Tully was honored In 1203 
by the conferring on him by the King 
of the Imperial Service Order for his 
services to sclence, f

Aden, Arabia, Apyl 26—The altua-

and the Dominion Cattle Dealers’ As- 
sociation against the railways on ac- 
count of excessive and ciscriminating 
rates charged for the transportation 
of cattle was again taken up by the 
Railway Commission yesterday, and 
the chairman sald the representations 
made would be given serious con- 
sideration. 

In an order made March 6, the com- 
mission ordered the railways to put 
into effect a rate of 15 cents per 100 
pounds from Toronto to Montreal. The 
railways asked that they be allowed 
to charge 18 cents, and applied to stay 
the ordet. J. Hardwell, chief traffic of- 
ficer of the commission, reported that 
the request of the rallways was not 
unreasonable. If they were forced to 
adopt the 15-cent rate, they would be 
compelled to abandon the 17-cent 
rate from points east of Toronto. Mr. 
Hardwell also recommended that the 
rallways be asked not to charge more 
than 1 cent per 100 Ibs. for the Toron- 
to stop-over. 

W. D. Gregory, for the cattlemen, ap- 
plied for a rehearing. He said that the 
shipments from Western Ontario were 
heavy, and when a rate wis granted 
of 22 cents from Port Huron to Mont- 
real, there should not be a charge of 
25 cents from Ontario points. From 
Toronto to Montreal 15 cents was a 
reasonable rate, The Grand Trunk 
Railway Co. said the roads pald much 
more for coal in Ontario than in the

So Says Colonial Secretary Lyttelton 
On Issuing the New Transvaal Con- 
stitution—Constitutional Changes 
Not Extended to Orange River |- 
Colony—Cronge Says This Is a 
Breach of Treaty of Peace. 


London, April 26.—The draft of the 
new Transvaal constitution was {s- 
sued yesterday. It provides for a 
Legislative Assembly consisting of the 
Lieutenant-Governor, six to nine off: 
clal members and thirty to thirty-five 
elected :members. Every burgher of 
the late South African Republic is en- 
titled to vote for members of tho first 
Volksraad (Assembly), as well as all 
white males of British birth occupying 
premises at an annual rental of not 
less than $50, or having capital to the 
value of $500, unless convicted of 
treason since May 31, 1902, or of mur- 
der, unless they have obtained a free 
pardon. Financial measures must be 
recommended to the Assembly by the 
Governor, and-no part of the-revenuc 
may. be appropriated without his 
authority. 

Jn a communication to Lieutenant- 
Governor Lawley, Colonial Secretary 
Lyttelton says the time is not yet ripe 
to grant full self-government. The lat- 
ter involved patty government, and 
this In the Transvaal will become , 
more practicable when the two races t 
have acted longer together under 
equal rights of citizenship, and when . 
bitter memories have become softened 
by time, 

Secretary Lyttelton explains that 
similar constitutional changes cannot | 
be extended to the Orange River Col- | 
ony immediately because there do not 
so largely demand them. , 

What Cronje Says. 

Norfolk, Va., April 26.—Gen. Cronje, | 
who was a member of President Kru- 
rer’s cabinet for 12 years and a noted 
Boer leader, and who now is on a tour 
of America, was.shown a copy of the 
new constitution just Issued from Lon- 
don.

NEW WAY TO FIGHT PROTESTS. 

The result in Nova Scotia, of the 
last genera} elections for the House 
of Commons, says a contemporary, 
has brought about a peculiar condi- 
tion of affairs. It will be remem- 
bered that the Liborals carried Nove 
Scotia solidly, not a Conscrvative 
being elected. There were good rea- 
sons for the result as was indicated 
ja a khort time by protests being en- 
tered against the clection of several 
successful Liberals. Presently it de- 
veloped that the determination exist- 
ed to press these protests in the 
courts, and the Liberal party man- 
uyers awoke to the seriousness of the 
situation confronting them. No Con- 
servatives having been elected no 
protests could be entered against 
them, consequently the Liberals were 
without the necessary material for 
proteeting their seats by weans of 
the usual method—the “saw-off" Thia 
made it look as if the charges of cor- 
ruption would bave to he squarely 
faced.

“He 
was willing,” Miss Cary writes, “to ex- 
ercise his faculties on the humblest un- 
dertakings, with no other alm than to 
make a common thing pleasant to look 
upon and agreeable to use. Half a 
century ago ‘craft’ was not the fash- 
fonable word for the kind of work with 
which the firm chiefly concerned Itself, 
and in doing the greater part of what 
he did Morris was merely writing him- 
self down, in the language of the gen- 
eral public, an artisan. Conforming to 
the truest of principles, he raised his 
work by getting under it. Nothing 
was too laborious or too Jowly for him; 
Pride of position wax unknown to him 
in any sense that would prevent him 
from indulging in manual labor. His 
real pride lay in making something 
which he considered beautiful take the 
place of something ugly in the world. 
If it were a fabric to be made lovely 
with long-disused or unfamiliar dyes, 
his hands were in the vat. If tapestry 
were to be woven, he was at the loom 
by dawn.

Certified British Sea-Cooks, 

Another blow has been almed at the 
Fomance of the sea. The day of the 
haphazard ship's cook, better known 
ax “the doctor,” has passed says Tho 
London Express. 

The Board of Trade proposes to keep 
@ paternal eye on the culinary depart- 
ment of the merchant marine, and to 
this end Mr. Gerald Balfour has in- 
troduced a bill into Parliament., It 
Provides for certificated cooks belng 
earrled by every Lritish foreign-golng 
ship of a thousand tons and upwards, 

A cook shall not be considered “cer 
tifleated” unless he Is paxsed as com- 
petent in cooking by the Board of 
Trade or by some school of cookery 
or other institution approved by the 
Board, Asan alternative he must hold 
certificates of discharge showing at 
least two years’ service as cook. 

Moreover, the cook must be able to 
Prove six months’ service at sea in any 
capacity, and shall be rated in the 
ship's articles as ship's cook or stew: 
ard. This proviso is for the protec 
tion of “doctors” who are seamen first 
and cooks afterwards. Otherwise, land- 
lubbers of tho most objectionable type 
might find their way into the mer 
chant service solely on their ability to 
make puddings and broil mutton 
chops, 

Although the new act wlll not bo 
effective until December 31, 1907, tt is 
already unpopular with merchant 
skippers

No one can ciajm that we have more 
honest and efficient government in 
the republic of the United States 
than can be found jn many of the old 
world monarchies. And yet it was 
supposed that the rule of ‘the peo. 
ple would raise this country to a 
higher level of political living. Too 
often the kind of rule we are now 
Lying under totally fails to repre. 
pent. Its results are more selfish and 
Vicious than can be found almost 
anywhere jn the world. We marvel 
at the corruptions of the Russian 
bureaucrats; but bave they not their 
tounterparts jn the United States? 
We not only bave our jand office ani 
postal frauds, but, even qvorse, Wwe 
have actual legislation whose pur- 
pose is to line the pockets of design. 
ing individuals at the expense of the 
whole people. The minutest scrutiny 
has to be accorded the acts of Amerij- 
can Legislatures, Stute and Na- 
tional, in order that those may not, 
by means of deceptive phrascology or 
unblushing clfrontery, perpetuate 
evils of a far-reaching character. In- 

deed, we have begun to find our- 
selves living under a more odious ty- 
ranny than exists in any other civil. 
ized country, with the possible ex. 
teption of Russia.” 

The people who annually celebrate 
Evacuation Day" ‘and such anniver- 
saries have not found democracy a 
failure, the Vost believes, but have 
found that some of its methods have 
not stood the test of time. The Unit- 
ed States, the Post suggests, should 
impose a check upon representa.

A good start would be to copy from 
Great Britain and Canada the system 
of government whereby there may be 
an appeal to the country at any 
time.

Until there is a higher stan- 
dard in politics, until honesty and 
fair dealing count for more, the Post 
and the people will find much causo 
for complaints such as that quoted 
in the foregoing.

A delicious Up salve that can be used 
during the day is made of one ounce of 
spermaceti olntment, Afteen grains of 
balsam of Peru, fifteen grains of alka- 
net rot and five dropsof oll of cloves. 
Let the alkanet stand in the ointment 
over @ gentle beat until the liquid is 
deep rose colored, then put through a 
strainer. When cooled stir in the bal- 
sam and let all settle. When it ts 
clear pour off, leaving the sediment at 
the bottom, and to the clear add the oll 
of cloves. When cold it will be bard. 


For Hardwoed Fleers, 

Flal€ a gallon of bolled lnsced oll 
hoated In an old fron saucepan until al- 
most at the boiling point when applied 
to an olled hardwood floor with a clean 
brash will preve to be an excellent 
cleanser. Three coats should bo put 
on the first time and then one coat ev- 
ery six months to keep the floor in 
good condition, Such™@ floor is excel- 
tent in a kitchen, as It only requires 
wiping with a damp cloth once a week. 





Bamboo Cheats.

Thirteenth’ Is So Badty Hurt 
That He Will Die. 








Explosion In a Comparatively New 
Shaft Near Big Run, Pa, Occurred 
on Thursday Night But Was Not 
Known at Dubois Until Friday— 
Mine Was Thought to Be Free From 
Dangerous Gases. 


Dubols, Pa, April 29—Twelve men 
Were killed and one will dle as the 
Tesult of an ¢xplosion at the Elanora 
shaft, near Big Run. This shaft ts 
located one and a half miles from Big 
Run on the Buffalo, Rochester and 
Pittsburg Rallway, 12 miles south of 
here. - It is an isolated part of the 
country and the explosion, which oc 
curred Thursday night, was not known 
fn this city until yesterday. The mine 
is owned and operated by the Roches- 
ter and Pittsburg Coal & Iron Co, and 
is a comparatively new shaft, having 
been opened two yoars axo. 

The mine was thought to be free 
from dangerous gases. The night shift 
was small or there would have been 
more fatalities. Every man who was 
in the mine at the tme of the explo-, 
sion, except one, ts reported killed. 
Three bodies have thus far been re- 
Covered. Two of them were brothers 
named Kirkwood. The men were Eng- 
Ush-speaking and resided a§{Zleanor, 
a small mining village two hulles from 
the shaft. :
